We have advices from this port to the 1st April. The 
outward mails of January 26 were delivered on the 21st March, 
with London telegrams to the 16th February. His Excellency 
the French Minister has returned from Osaka. The (Guerriere 
went down to fetch him, and returned on the 28th of March. 
His prolonged absence has naturally given rise to much conjec- 
ture. Before he went. to Osaka, it was well known that he was 
opposed to the opening of the port, and was doing all he could 
to prevent, or at least to postpone it. It is now surmised that 


yielding to the inevitable, he has been consoling him- 
self by selecting at the new port the best sites for 
his own residence, and for a concession for his com- 


patriots. He had several interviews with the Shiogoon, 
who also received the Admiral and officers of the French ships, 
treating them with similar courtesy to that shown to our own 
Admiral and his officers by the princes of the Inland Sea. 

The Japan Herald says:—The improvements promised by 
the December Convention are being fast proceeded with by the 
Japanese Government. The extension of the Bund to Benten 
is going on simultaneously with the filling in of the swamp at 
the end of the settlement nearest to Yoshida Bashi. The 
directions in which the filling in is being done are so numerous, 
that the earth boats are seen everywhere. They are not only 
on the canal, which has again been diverted from its ordinary 
course for them, but in the open harbour, from the hills on this 
side of the Kanagawa viaduct they are constantly passing in 
and out of that end of the creek, the long bridge that; was 
closed against foreigners having been removed to facilitate their 
passage. Off Benten, junks are daily arriving with hewn stone 
for the face of the Bund, and no fault can be found with the 
authorities for the want of energy. 

We have seen a design prepared by Messrs. Whitfield and 
Dowson for the Japanese Custom-house. It is in European 
style and of a solid and imposing appearance. Should the 
Government adopt it or,any other equally substantial and ex- 
tensive, they will give proof that they have confidence in Yoko- 
hama’s progress whatever foreigners think of it. 

The Japan Tims publishes the text of the edict lately 
issued, announcing the final abandonment of hostilities against 
Chosiu. It runs as follows :—“ With reference to an Imperial 
order, directing that military proceedings on the part of the 
troops employed in the chastisement of Chosiu should be tem- 
porarily left in abeyance, at this time orders have been given 
that the troops are to be disbanded, on account of the national 
mourning for the Mikado. The above orders were issued at 
Kioto on the 27th February.” 

There is no doubt (says the Times) of the authenticity of this 
document, nor can we be in any way surprised at its publication. 
Throughout the war we held and freely expressed the opinion 
that Chiosiu would prove the victor. This is now oflicially ac- 
knowledged, as is in no way remarkable, especialiy when we 
consider the unwillingness manifested by the present Shiogoon, 
even before the death of his predecessor, to involve himself in 
a struggle with a prince whose powerful connections, geographical 
position, and known resources rendered the result of the contest 
hardly doubtful.

TIENTSIN. 

Dates from this port are to the 26th March. ‘The ice broke 
up on the Ist, and the first steamer arrived on the 6th, carrying 
cargoes chiefly for Chinese. On the subject of coals, &o., a 
correspondent writes :— 

“In time I hope we shall have coals cheap enough, when the 
Government will permit machinery to work the mines, tram- 
ways among the mountains, and railways in the plains. All 
this I still hope to see before I leave China. Wensiang said 
to Mr. Hart, lately :—‘ Fifty years hence you will be trying 
as much to stop us asyou are now trying to urge us on.’ I 
have no doubt that there is some truth in this, but at present 
there is much need of information in the highest quarters ; for 
instance, a great Mandarin of this district has been travelling 
to Newchwang, and on his return had an interview with the 
Emperor, The boy sat on his throne but opened not his 
mouth, while the Empress—which of them I don’t know—was 
behind a screen and conversed with the Mandarin, Amongst 
other questions, she asked him if he was going by boat to 
Tientsin; mind, this was in mid-winter when the ice is 
generally some fourteen inches thick. 

“T heard from a gentleman at Peking, who had it from a 
Mandarin said to have composed and presented it, that an 
address to Mr. Hart upon his leaving for Evgland ran something 
to, this effect in trye Oriental style :—‘ That Mr. Hart was as 
necessary to the Empire as a ship is to a river or a ridge-pole 
to a house.’ I believe Mr. Hart is greatly liked by them, and I 
think deservedly so.” 

Advices from Peking report that an extensive fire has oc- 
curred in the portion known as the Ta-sha-la and the Sien-yu- 
k’oh; about two hundred houses have been burnt. The 
neighbourhood is that in which the largest number of shops is 
situated, aud nearly all the houses destroyed were occupied by 


tradesmen. Three theatres were also burnt down. The 
origin of the fire is not known. The Chinese com- 
plain about the unusual dryness of the weather. An epi- 


demic of a peculiar description has been making much 
havoc among the inhabitants; the nature of the disease is 
that it brings forth two large swellings, one on each side of the 
neck, which produce great inflammation, and carry off the 
patient in from two to three days after the disease sets in. 

There is a good demand at Tientsin for damasks, chintzes, 
velvets, long ells, Spanish stripes, lastings, figured and plain 
Orleans; but as yet the traders do not feel inclined to do 
anything in grey shirtings, t-cloths, white shirting, drills, spots, 
and brocades ; and as holders of these goods are anxious to 
realise, rates have given way the last few days. Lead, tin 
plates, quicksilver, and window glass can be readily sold. 
Gallnuts, isinglass, tobacco leaf, and camphor are in good 
demand. There is a fair demand for opium at our quotations, 
holders selling readily. 

OHEFOO. 

Efforts are being made to establish a sanitarium at Chefoo, 
which is considered one of the most healthy spots on the coast. 
The cost of carrying out the present scheme is estimated at 
taels 6,000, of which taels 1,600 have been already subscribed. 
The building is calculated to accommodate 20 persons. 

The following charters have been arranged at Chefoo since 
the Chinese New Year :— 

Claro Babuyan, 10,000 piculs, to Swatow, 27 days, $3,750 ; 
Aurora, 5 500 piculs, to Swatow, 20 days, $2,100; Johann 
Heinrich, 4,000 piculs to Tientsin and thence to a southern 
port, 35 days, 70 cents per picul; Abbotsford, 12,500 piculs, 
to Newchwang and Swatow, 30 days, $6,000; Wuuanu, 4,000 
piculs, to Hong Kong, 20 days, 40 cents per picul. 

SHANGHAL 

The dates are down to the 9th April. The London mail of 
11th Feb. arrived out on the 29th March ; the French mail of 
17th on the 8th April. 

The following report on the great silk case is from the 7rade 
Report :—The conclusion of the proceedings in the action at 
Shanghai by the Silk Guild against Measrs. Jardine, Matheson 
and Co., and the arrangement of a compromise, have been the 
leading events of the past fortnight. The settlement agreed to, 
which anticipated the delivery of a judgment in the case, had 
the effect of dividing the loss between Jardines and the Guild, 
and has been considered to show great liberality on the part 
of the English: firm. The trial lasted eight days, and the 
evidence was enormously voluminous, so that it would quite 
impo:sible to reproduce it within the limits of this report.

Moreover, its general effect is easily described, in a manner 
which will perhaps be more intelligible than a report which 
would occupy twenty or thirty of these columns. The brief 
outline of what was currently supposed at the time to be the 
framework of the case, which was given in the Jast number of 
this periodical, proved to be erroneous as the evidence pro- 
ceeded. It was generally stated that a Chinese merchant or 
broker named Chequai bad become heavily indebted for sundry 
transactions to Messrs. Jardine, that they bought 600 bales of 
silk through or of him, and then‘refused payment on the ground 

that he was indebted to them for the amount of thoir value. It 
turns out that this was a complete misrepresentation of the 
facts. Chequai was a Chinese merchant who did busi- 
pess on an enormous scale, partly, no doubt, on the 
strength of his well-known connection in business with 
Jardine’s, and partly by the help of a native bank called 
the Newo Bank, in which he was a partner, and in which 
it was always generally believed, and in the course of the 
late trial admitted, that Jardine’s were also partners. The pur- 
chase of the silk in dispute, however, was not made through 
Chequai so far as Jardine’s were concerned. It: was an ordi- 
nary business transaction directed from Hong Kong, and the 
managing partner in Shanghai instructed a publio silk inspector, 
Mr. Robison, to buy the required quantity. Mr. Robison went 
to Chequai and bought them of him without inquiry whether 

the silk was Chequai’s own, or whether he was acting as a 
broker, a circumstance about which, according to the custom 
of the trade, it did not apparently lie within Mr. Robison’s 
province to inquire. Messrs. Jardine paid Chequai, according 
to their custom in such cases, by cheques on Newo Bank, that. 
story of an old debt from Chequai to them being purely 
fictitious. The state of the account current at the time showed 
& comparatively trivial balance against the native merchant. It 
happened, however, that Chequai had made away witb all the 
assets of the Newo Bank, of which he had—and this is. 
the wonderful part of the story,—been allowed to take the 
entire management. Once in every few months a profit and 
loss account was laid by Chequai before one of the partners in 

Jardine’s, but it is evident that this account was never checked 

or tested, and Chequai was thus at liberty todo what he pleased 
both with the funds in the bank, and the unlimited credit of 

the great firm on which it rested. Messrs. Jardines kept a. 
running account at the bank for meeting cheques, and in the 

course of the month of December had paid into this account 
money enough to pay all the cheques they drew in payment for 

the silk. When the last two cheques however, for tls. 100,000 

and tls. 75,000 respectively, were presented there were no 
funds to meet them. The cash in the bank had all dis- 

appeared. 

The allegation which the silkmen who had actually found the 
600 bales which Jardine’s took over from Chequai endeavoured to 
establish was that the silk had already been bought from them, 
and that consequently the payment to Chequai was no payment 
to them. However, this theory broke down as the trial ad- 
vanced, and it became clear that Chequai had been their agent, 
not Jardine’s, consequently payment to him as their agent had. 
been a valid payment for the silk. In the private negotiations, 
which went on part passu with the trial, they partially admitted 
this, but contended that, even if it were granted, their claim 
was met by payment to Chequai ; still even Chequai had not 
been paid the last tls. 175,000, as the bank was already insol- 
vent when the cheques were drawn. In consideration of this 
Messrs. Jardine agreed to pay the tls. 175,000 over again, om 
condition that the Silk Guild kanded over to them all Chequai's 
assets then in their possession, which amounted to about 
tls. 100,000, and this was the compromise arrauged. Luckily 
for Messrs. Jardine, it does not appear that the Newo Bank 
was involved in any transactions which will bring further loss 
upon them, and no claims to any amount have been made since 
its failure. 

Some regret has been expressed that the adjustment of the 
case by private agreement should have prevented the Chief 
Judge from delivering a judgment, which might have had the 
effect of settling many disputed points in connection with the 
responsibility of agents, and especially Chinese middlemen, in 
commercial transactions. Inthe Supreme Court and Consular 
Gazette, however, a paper published at Shanghai, and well 
known to be under the inspiration at least of Sir Edmund 
Hornby, an article has appeared since the trial, which may 
probably be taken to throw some light upon what this judg- 
ment would have been. In view of the unfounded stories that 
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were put in circulation, it is satisfactory to read in this, ‘‘ We 
are glad, however, to be in a position to state that it [the judg- 
ment] would have relieved the English firm of all imputation 
of an intention or desire to act unfairly by the silkmen, or from 
any wish to save themselves the loss of a few thousand taels by 
the sacrifice of others.” 

Accounts from Hungchow state that the missionaries are 
thinking of flying to Ningpo. Our correspondent speaks of 
Nienfei, but we are not aware of any banditti being in that 
neighbourhood, and fancy the outbreak must be a local one. 

The news with regard to the movements of the Nienfei is 
of an slarming nature. Roving bands have combined and are 
laying waste a considerable portion of country between the 
Yangtze and Yellow Rivers, and advices have arrived through a 
native source that the insurgents have succeeded in completely 
circumventing Li Footai and his army in the north, between 
the Provinces of Shangtung and Honan and near the Yellow 
River ; and that he will either have to succumb from want of 
supplies, or to fight his way out of his present position. They 
have captured the walled town of Ta-Tung, about fifty miles 
above Nganking, and two miles inland. From this place regular 
communication under the supervision of the Foreign Customs 
has been kept up with the river steamers in the interests of 
the passenger trade, and this is now put an end to. The rebels 
are said to have captured a large number of junks, and are 
holding the canal from Ta-Tung to the river. The Customs 
officers left for safety. 

Major Doyle, who is in command of one of the Imperial 
contingents, who had taken them some 400 miles into the 
interior, was deserted by the Chinese soldiers, his own body 
guard turning against him. Tseng-Kwo-Fau is expected shortly. 
The city (Nanking) is almost undefended, nearly the whole of 
the drilled men having been taken northwards; and although 
there are three parks of good artillery, in the event of an attack 
there are few but coolies to man them. It is stated that such 
a contingency is by no means remote, as the rebel forces are 
daily increasing in strength, and the Imperialists are almost 
powerless against them, The time is probably not far distant 
when the state of China will have retrograded to the same 
point at which it stood ere the Taiping rebels were expelled 
from Nanking; and the chief success which attended the old 
opposition will have proved to be butof short duration, Nan- 
king, the great prize, having again slipped frora the Imperial 





The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

About five-and-twenty British subjects, who have not obeyed 
the registration edict, have been summoned before the Supreme 
Court but no fine was imposed, on their promising to comply. 

An application for a new trial in the case Rowbotham v», 
Wilkinson and Co. has refused. 

An Englishman named Harris, belonging to the ship Lunice 

Nicholas, has been murdered by a Dane named Summers, in a 
Chinese brothel on the French Concession. 
(8 The new Gymnasium has been opened for exercise lately, 
and we congratulate its members on the change which they have 
been compelled to make. Their expulsion from the Main 
Guard has certainly caused them much expense, and necessi- 
tated an increase in the subscription, but the present quarters 
are so far more convenient and roomy than the old that few 
will regret the change. 

A programme has been published of a volunteer rifle meet- 
ing, to be held on the Ist May, which shows that some interest 
is still felt in the corps, although a large majority of the 
members appear little enthusiastic themselves, the parades 
being usually lamentably meagre. The prizes are not so large 
as those competed for last November ; they are, however, quite 
sufficient to stimulate competition and lend interest to the 
result. Seven, varying in value from 100 taels, presented by 
the merchants, to 20 and 30 taels with which to console the 
unfortunate, will be shot for on two consecutive days by 
members of the Rangers and Rifles, and a third day will be 
arranged for the Customs’ Corps. 

The new company which has been formed for the navigation 
of the Yangtsze have added the steamer Rona to their list, but 
have chartered the /'zpress to their opponents the S.S.N. Com- 
pany. The steamer United Service has been purchased under 
the auspices of the same firm for 25,000 taels, and will be 
worked on the Tientsin line. 

The accounts laid before the shareholders in the North 
China Insurance Company fully justify the directors’ congratu- 
lations on the steady increase in business which has marked its 
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career. On a capital of Tis. 1,250,000, of which only a quartet 


of a million is paid up, it made a profit during the past year of 
Tle, 342,000, after having paid losses to the amount of 
Tls. 480,000. To avoid misapprehension, the report must be 
compared with that issued in November last. A balance was 
then shown to be in hand of Tis. 380,000, whereas there remains 
now only Tis. 342,000 ; but the claims paid during the last half 
comprise nearly all the losses sustained during the year; only 
Tls. 6,000 of which were included in the returns of the first. 
half. At present, we believe, there are no pendencies, so that 
the amount now in hand represents nearly the actual profit 
realised out of the 855,000 taels received in premia. The 
business of the company has been nearly one-fourth greater 
during 1866 than during the previous year, only 622,000 taels 
having been received in premia during 1865. A large pro- 
portion of the 480,C00 taels paid away represents losses sus- 
tained on the various ships that persisted in attempting the 
dangers of the Yangtsze—losses which, as it has been generally 
agreed to double the rate of premium hitherto charged, will, it 
may be hoped, not recur. Sh-powners, moreover, will probably 
find the same difficulty in effecting insurance on their vessels at 
Lioyd’s for the Yangtsze voyage, that shippers are now sub- 
jected to in respect of cargo; anda double check will thus be 
provided. The report and balance-sheet will be found on 
another page. 

Tho Shanghai Recorder, of April 1, says:—The Wachusett 
came into port on Saturdny last from a cruise up the Yangtsze ; 
she stopped a few days at each of the other ports, and a week at 
Kewkiang, by the request of the Taoutai, on account of the 
near vicinity of the rebels who came within ten miles of the 
city, and after burning several villages above Kewkiang finally re- 
tired. We are glad to state that the Wachusett reports everything 
quiet at Kewkiung at the time of leaving, but we learn upon 
good authority that roving bands of Nienfei have combined and 
are laying waste a considerable portion of country between the 
Yangtsze and Yellow Rivers. The Wachusett towed the lightship, 
which had been wrongly placed near Chinkiang, tw its proper 
position. 

The Consular Gazette has the following news from Peking : ~ 
By a recent decree, Hsau-Chi-yu, one of the Ministers of the 
Yamen of Foreign Affairs, and author of a geography of the 
world, is appointed head of the T’ung Wen Kuan, or School of 
Languages and Foreign Knowledge, established under the wing 
of the Yamen. It has been rumoured that this post was to be 
given to Pin. A censor named Chang Shong-tsao has remon- 
strated against the Yamen’s proposal to invite the licentiate3 of 
China to study astronomy and arithmetic on the ground that. 
these sciences are the province of the Astronomical-office and 
the Board of Works, and that attention to them would be 
hurtful to letters in particular and morality in general. The 
Emperor overrules the censor’s protest in a very decided tone. 
We shall give the decree on another occasion. 

Mr. W. B. Preston, owner of the General Sherman, who was. 
one of the unfortunate victims in the attack upon that vessel 
by the Koreans, and left a wife and family, had insured his 
life for $10,000 ; and the insurance offices only wait proof 
of his death before paying the amount to his widow. 

A meeting of the French Gas Company was held on the lst 
April, M. Morel in the chair. The chairman explained that the 
company were 16,000 taels in debt, but that of this sum 
4,000 taels, due on consignments of stock from Europe, could 
stand over. It was thought necessary that some means of 
meeting the 12,000 taels should be at once devised. A shareholder 
proposed that a subscription list be sent round to the different 
shareholders. The chairman felt sure that not more than half 
the sum wanted would be obtained in this way, and proposed 
that a committee of five, three to be shareholders and two 
members of the board, be chosen to consider the best way of 
raising the necessary sum. This proposition was agreed to, 
and a committee, consisting of the Rev. Pere Aymeri, Dr. Galle, 
Messrs. Heinsen, Krayer, and Monnier, having consented to act, 
the meeting adjourned until the 10th. 

HANKOW. 

The Hankow Times gives the following account of Nienfei 
movements :— 

A fortnight ago we described the Nienfei as retreating with 
all possible despatch across the borders of the Ganhwuy pro- 
vince, and expressed a hope that perhaps we might congratulate 
ourselves on being rid of the pests altogether. The result has 
unfortunately proved that we were a little premature in thus 
solacing ourselves upon our escape. At that very moment they 
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had just succeeded in burning Wusueh, a larze town and Cus- 
toms’ station between this and Kiukiang, and svon after they 
showed themselves in such forve Opposite to tre latter city that 
the Chinese authorities and people were thrown into a state of 
immense consternation, and the commander of the United 
States corvette Wick vsctts, then on her way down the river, 
deemei it prudent to give the port the benefit of his protection 
for a few days. H.M.5. gunboat Weasel happened, fortunately, 
to be on the spot likewise. 

Whilst opposite Kiukiang the Nienfei showed symptoms of 
an inclination to move along the bauk of the Yangtsze down- 
ward towards Ganking; but they must have altered this inten- 
tion, for they retraced their steps in this direction, laid siege 
to Hwank-chow-foo last week, burnt Yanglo on the 25th, and 
on the following day reached Shehkow, 14 miles from this, aud 
their nearest point of approach at the beginning of last year. 
In the course of this sudden countermarch they are reported to 
have slain a mandarin of the high rank of Fantai, and to have 
put ors de coinbut no less thau 2,000 of the regulars sent 
against them. Tseng, the Futai of this province, is also be- 
leagured in the city of Hwang-chow-foo, and is reported to 
have been so closely pressed that he narrowly escaped capture 
whilst entering that city. What they propose to do next it is 
impossible to conjecture. Ofcourse it is not probable that they 
will venture further this way, but their near approach is already 
having the usual effect of driving hosts of miserable refugees 
into our vicinity and stopping all local trade. H.AL.’s gun-boat 
Weazel returned into port to-day, 

The U.S. steamer /#achusetts visited Nanking a few days ago 
from Hankow, having Dr. Macgowan, the telegraph commis- 
sioner, on board. We learn that at Hankow Dr. Macgowan 
had communications with the authorities there on the subject 
of telegraphs, and also at Nanking, to inform them that the 
East India Telegraph is making arrangements to submerge a 
cable to connect Hong Kong and Shanghai in accordance with 
Imperial sanction. Dr. Macgowan, it is said, also notifies the 
maundarius that the shore end of his cable will be extended from 
Woosung, along the foreign road, to the company’s office at 
Shanghai. 

KIUKIANG. 

Kiukiang letters speak of great depredations by rebels on the 
north bank of the Yangtsze, where they have captured a smal; 
market town, named Ta-tung, about fifty miles from Nganking. 
The Wachusetts, at the request of the Taotai, remained several 
days at Kiukiang, his Excellency being apparently uuder appre- 
hension that the Nienfei might cross. There is great alarm 
through an extensive region on the north side of the river. 

HONG KONG. 

The dates are now down to the 15th April. 
mail of 26th February arrived out on 8th April. 

H.M. guuboat Havoc reports that in consequence of informa- 
tion received, she proceeded up the Broadway and West River 
ou the morning of the 8th. At 40 miles from the sea, off a 

creek leading to the town of Kongmun, the piratioal junk of 
which she was in search was seen at anchor, but directly the 
gunboat hove in sight she made sail and tried to escape up the 
creek. Finding, however, that she would be overtaken, the 
crew ran her on shore and deserted her. A party was landed 
from the gunboat, but the pirates, about 20 in number, dis- 
persed and escaped into the country. The junk was identified 
by the master of the fishing-boat Kixgho No. 496, as the one 
that had robbed him on the 28th ult., and the four men taken 
by this gunboat on the Sth in Rocky Harbour are probably a 
part of her crew. The /davoc brought in the junk (which has a 
‘partial cargo on board) for adjudication. 

Shortly after the Parsee left the Sandwich Islands it was 
discovered that the treasure room had been entered aud some 
‘of the boxes broken open ; on further inquiry it turned out that 
a plot hud been hatched by some of the crew to murder the 
captain and oilicers and all not conuected with the plot, after 
which they were to take possession of the treasure, scuttle the 

veasel and take to the boats, On making these discoveries 
S.roug measures were taken and all those connected with this 
diabolical conspiracy were put in irous, not, however, it is re- 
ported, before sore blood had been spilt in the struggle. Most 
of the mutineers were afterwards reluased in order to work 
the ship, but three of the ringleaders were brought iuto port in 
rons. 

Rumours are afloat that Nanking, the ancient capital of 
China, the city of the famous poreclain pagoda, Nanking once 
the rebel-ridden, is about to be opeued to foreigu trade Ags 
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the event takes place uuder the provisions of the French 
Treaty, a French Consul will, of course, be the first appointed 
by foreign Powers. A Customs official will doubtless ere long 
be, if not already, appo nt:d, and, in accordance with the usual 
march of events, a Consul wr Vice-Consul will probably be de- 
puted, on the part of the British Government, to exhibit to the 
eyes of the unsophisticated Nankingese the uniform of the 
Hong Kong police. 

A letter appears in the Daily Press condemning the practice 
of engaging tonnage in the clipper ships for the new teas, 
thereby compelling purchases in a given time from the Chinese, 
whereas forcign merchants should be as free to hold offers as 
the Chinese always are. 

Hfung Kong has had an unusual quantity of public amuse- 
ment since the departure of the last mail, the Opera Company 
having commenced the promised performances, These have 
been successful in the highest degree, no singers of equal ability 
and artistic experience having ever visited China previously. 
A troupe of Japanese jugglers has also been performing with 
great success. 

ILM. surveying vessel Rifleman reports having been in search 
of and discovered the rock on which the S.S, Corea was lost. 

A report is current that the U.S. gunboat Ashuelot has 
visited Tamsui (Formosa) aud bombarded some place in the 
Vicinity, in retaliation for the murder of the crew of the 
American ship Rover. We are unable, however, to give further 
particulars. 

About two o’clock of the Ist an accident occurred at Scandal, 
Point similar to that which took place about eighteeu months 
ago, when some soldiers belonging to the 9th Regiment then 
stationed here were killed near Murray Barracks. Gangs of 
convicts have for some time been engaged in cutting away the 
hill at the Point, aud they were thus employed as usual this 
forenoon, when a great portion of the earth gave way, and fell 
upon about a dozen of the convicts. Two were dug out dead, 
and taken to the Civil Hospital; six were removed in chairs to 
the hospital at the gaol, having, although seriously injured, 
recovered considerably from the application (external and inter- 
nal) of spirits after they were got out from amongst the rubbish. 
Two or three were slightly bruised, but suffered more from fear 
than from their bodily injuries. It is expected that all those 
taken to gaol will recover. The man who was longest under 
the fallen earth, curiously enough, is among the latter ; and 
though weak, seems by no means fatally injured. 

Three gangs, in all thirty-six convicts, were working at the 
hill, but ouly the number above stated were under the embank- 
ment at the time ; upon eight of these the slip directly fell, 
while two or three were at a safer distance, and got off con- 
sequently with comparatively little harm. When the earth fell, 
the other convicts appeared as if paralysed, and instead of at 
once endeavouring to rescue their fellow prisoners, stood 
vacantly looking at each other and the wreck caused by the 
miniature avalanche. The chain-gang guards did what little 
they could until assistance arrived from the barracks, in the 
shape of about twenty or thirty soldiers, who, turning up the 
earth in a remarkably short time, saved the six unfortunate 
Chinamen from what would very soon have been their grave. 

The gunboat Emilie, launched some time ago by Messrs. 
Riach and Co., made a trial trip round the island on the 9th 
of April. It was a pleasant trip, the weather being lovely, 
and everything went off as smoothly as could be wished. Not 
@ jar occurred in the working of the engines, and the most 
sanguine expectations of the builders as to the power and speed 
of the pretty little craft were fully realised. We understand 
that the Emilie has been sold to the Chinese authorities at 
Canton, and will be employed by the Chinese Government as 
a cruiser in the Canton waters iu search of smuggling, coolie, 
and piratical junks. 

There was a very good muster of the Hong Kong Rifle Asso- 
ciation at the butts on the 11th of April, and the following are the 
scores obtained by the competitors for the various prizes :— 
The prizes in the first match were won by Mr. M. Moore and 
Mr. Cohen, scoring 42 and 37 points respectively. The Conso- 
lation prize was wou by Mr. H. J. Holmes with a score of sixteen 
points ; and the prize to be shot for with any rifle was wou by 
Mr. Cohen with a score of 26 points ; in this prize Mr. Moore 
made exccllent shooting against the Whitworths with his long 
Enfield. 


STRALILS SETTLEMENTS, 
SINGAPORE, 
Dates hence are to the 28th April. The English muil of the 
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11th March arrived out on the morning of the 12th April, and 
the French mail, with London letters to the 16th March, 
arrived on the morning of the 19th, with telegraphic dates to 
the 3rd April. By private steamer from Bombay telegrams to 
the 5th had been received. 

The following summary of news is from the Overland Straits 
Times :— 

Beyond the passing“of the five local ordinances by the Legis- 
lative Council, on the first of April, little has transpired of 
political significance. The new Government will doubtless be 
anxious to feel its way a little bit before advancing upon whole- 
sale reform—if, indeed, any such extreme is required. So far 
as we have gone everything has worked smoothly, and no incon- 
venience been suffered bythe changes of office entailed by thenew 
system. A considerable number of superior officers of the old Go- 
vernument have been retained on acting appointments, which in 
some cases will most probably be confirmed as permanent. 
Disturbances have broken out in the province of Klang, 
which borders Malacca in the Malayan Peninsula, and parties 
are warned in the Government Gazette against any species of 
participation. The precise nature of these disturbances does 
not appear, but they have undoubtedly a depressing effect upon 
the internal trade of the Peninsula, which at this point consists 
of the products of the tin mines. His .Excellency the Governor 
proceeds to Malacca, and it is most probable that he will 
make some effort to put an end to this petty internecine 
strife. It is a question whether our position in respect to the 
neighbouring native States does not require us to follow the ex- 
ample of our Dutch neighbours, and support a resident in each of 
the most important of them, or, perhaps, have one colonial officer 
as a commissioner to visit each periodically. The result would 
not only be the security of British interests, but the extension 
and protection of trade generally. 

A sort of hiatus has taken place in the prosecution of public 
works. The water supply, which was projected about two 
years and a half ago, proceeds but slowly to completion, and 
grave doubts begin to be expressed as to the ability of the 
structure to perform what is required of it. It was one of 
those undertakings which would have greatly benefited by a 
ttle discussion before it was entered upon, instead of being 
carried through the recommendation of a single officer. There 
has been some talk of the erection of a Government house, as 
the building now used for the Gdyernor’s residence is a private 
property not in every respect suited for the purpose. No site, 
however, for such an edifice should be hurriedly fixed upon, as 
there are many considerations to be taken into account before 
the Government should be committed to the expenditure of 
such a large sum of money as a creditable erection of this nature 
would require. 

Admiral Sir Harry Keppel took his departure in H.M.’s 
Salamis for Hong Kong on the 15th April. He will visit 
Labuan and Sarawak on his way. The barracks at Tanglin, 
which have so many years remained empty, are now being got 
ready for the wing of the infantry regiment which is to be 
stationed here, and which may be expected to arrive in a few 
months. Sir William Hackett, Judge of Penang, who has been 
appointed Acting Chief Justice of Singapore during Sir Benson 
Maxwell’s absence, arrived from Penang last week, and has 
taken his seat upon the Bench. The weather has been hot, 
but relieved by copious showers of rain.

Gold.—'The arrivals have been $320,000 worth, and the amount sent 
away $460,000, including the shipments per Rangoon on the lst inst. and 
excluding those to leave on Monday ; the purchases have been to a fair 
extent for this and the Calcutta steamers and at slightly advanced rates. 

Silver.—In addition to large direct shipments south, Shanghai has sup- 
plied Hong Kong with a considerable quantity of Sycee, which has been 
eagerly purchaed at our quotation. The total receipts for the fortnight 
represent $1,490,000, and the exports $860,000, excluding about 15 lacs 
additional to be sent to India per Emeu, Clan Alpine, and Thunder. 

Dollar Currency.—Amount inwards, $290,000; outwards, $460,000. 
The Mint is again at work coining Hong Kong Dollars from the Silver 
‘Ichiboos Teceived from Japan. These have come in large quantities, and 
are turning out very well, although the weight for weight exchange ar- 
rangement of the treaty, for native and foreign coins “of the same 
deacriptior ” appears more applicable to the old ‘“* Boos” than to the new, 
oo on assay giving as high as 997 silver and the latter as low as 

Exzchange.—This market has at last taken a start with an advance of 
2 per cent. in which however rupee bills have not participated. The total of 
amounts placed has not been large, excepting the Commissariat operations, 
by which the aggregate has beeu swelled. Six months’ credits have again 
gone mostly into the hands of private buyers. 

Discount and Mortgages.—Money is still difficult to obtain on mort- 
sage, although rather a better feeling is observed ;‘short loans are eight per 

nt. 

Shares.—In these there has been but very little movement; rates are 
unchanged. 


COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 


Tga.—The following report is from the Overland Trade Report :— 
Owing to the unusual prolongation of the past tea season there is nothing 
heard as yet ofthe prospects for the next. While in other years the 
markets have generally been clean swept of old teas long before now, this 

ear there have been settlements up to the present date, and small remain- 
lng stocks are still on hand at some of the ports. Practically, however, 
the season is of course over, and there wil) be nothing of interest under 
this head until the arrival of intelligence relating to the new crop. CANTON. 
—At length there are some settlements to report in the long neglected 
stock of country Congous. Early in the fortnight 3 chops were taken ; 
these were soon followed by settlement of 9 others, and within the 
last few days 6 more have found buyers, making in all 18 chops, or 
12,093 packages, and leaving a stock on the market of 14 chops or 
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8,319 packages. Prices of settlements have ranged from 18 to 24.5 taels 
and A ae may be quoted common to good medium. Country Greens : 
There are no further settlements to advise, and stocks remain 5,000 pack- 
ages. Canton-made Teas: About 1,000 boxes new make Canton Congou 
have been settled at 24 taels; fresh musters are now coming freely for- 
ward, and various offers are pending, but nothing of importance has yet 
transpired. About 1,500 boxes Scented Caper (old season) have been 
taken, and 2,500 half-chests Pouchong have also been settled, the last- 
named being for the American market. Scented Orange Pekoes and 
Canton Greens have not attracted any attention whatever. The new 
Canton Greens and Scented are expected in about a fortnight. Sales, 
&e., are reported as follows :— Country Congous, 18 chops, at 18 to 24°5 
taels; Country Greens, none; Scented Caper, 1,500 boxes, at 12 to 20 
taels; Pouchong, 2,500 half-chests, at 20 to 22 taels; Tayshan Congou, 
new make, 1,000 boxes, at 24 taels. Stock 14 chops, or 8,319 packages 
Country Congous ; 5,C 0 packazes Country Greens. 

Foocnow.—Two small chops 161 chests of good common Congov have 
been settled during the past fortnight, at 15.5 to 17 taels, and the Finke 
Senior has sailed for Australia, completing the export from Foochow for 
the season. The quantity of treasure, opium, and lead sent into the in- 
terior for the purchases of the new teas is considerably less than usual, 
particularly as regards the last named article. Several of the principal 
teamen propose to leave Foochow for the upper districts in the course of 
a few days. 

SHANGHAL—The business in Congous has been very limited, but prices 
have been well maintained. A small business also has been done in Green 
Teas, purchases being at lower rates and chiefly for England. Black 
Teas: Holders have been firm for prices, which at this late season few 
buyers have been willing to sae and settlements have been very 
trifling in consequence. Green Teas: There has been very little inquiry 
for these, a few small settlements for the English market being the only 
business reported. With the exception of 3,000 half-chests held at Chia- 
kiang, and about 1,000 half-chests here, nothing but common and un- 
desirable tea is left in stock. The prices paid for this, as exhibited 
below, show a fall of nearly two taels, but a larger concession is required 
to enable buyers for England to enter the market with confidence. 

Hanxow.—One small chop common Oopack had been sold at tls. 14, 
and two taken in barter at tls. 15.7.5, making, with a small shipment on 
native acconnt, a total export for the fortnight of 700 chests, and reducing 
the stock to 2,400 chests. 

§ |K1ux1anc.— There had been no settlements, and of Black Tea no ship- 
ments, but 700 packages Green Tea had gone forward to Shanghai.

CHINKIANG.—The native merchants have not yet shown themselves. 
ready to meet foreign buyers, so that no transactions have taken place, and 
about 3,000 packages Green Tea remain in stock. 

Nincro.—There is little to report of the operations during the fort- 
night. The exports include 562 piculs Pingsuey. The teamen will shortly 
be setting out for the Foochow districts unless the disturbed state of the 
country delays their departure. 

Yoxonama.—The transactions in the tea market have been but mode- 
rate; purchases have been made at rather easier rates, and lower prices 
may be looked for before any great business can be done. The stocks. 
sbow a great reduction, owing, it is said, to the large quantity of common 
kinds which have been unsaleable here for some time, and consequently 
sent to Yedo for transmission to Nagasaki. It is also affirmed that 
there is only a small amount of tea in Yedo, consisting of good medium 
to fine kinds, consequently no great business is expected until after the 
new season commences, unless the teamen give way very consicerably in 
their demands. The settlements for the fortnight are estimated at 1,200-

SHANGHAI.—The near approach of the New Season’s crop, and a 
general desire on the part of holders to realise, added to adverse advices 
received from the home markets, have caused much lower prices to be | 
accepted for the small settlements which go forward by this mail, about. 
one-third of which are said to have been taken in barter, or shipped on 
native account, rendering correct quotations almost impossible. It is not 
probable that any more Silk will be brought down from the country this 
season. 

YoxouaMa.—Prospects of a small crop and of peace in Europe, and 
the continuance here of an exceptionally low rate of exchange, have main- 
tained a steady demand for all sorts of silk. The settlements of the fort- 
night amount to nearly 600 piculs, and would have undoubtedly 
been larger had not the supply, chiefly in the finer grades, been far from 
adequate to the demand. Arrivals have been only 500 piculs, and the un- 
sold stock is reduced to 350 piculs, consisting chiefly of silks rejected after 
inspection. The settlements are composed of about 400 picuis of Hank 
Silk, 120 of Oshio, 30 of Koshio, 30 of Echizan, and 20 of Naga- 
hama. Prices have kept steady throughout the fortnight, and close 
slightly in advance of last quotations. The position of the market is 
as different as possible to what it was last year at this date; when the 
anticipation of a large crop in Europe—based on extraordinary ex- 
ports of Silkworms’ eggs and impending war on_ the Continent 
peralysing business here, and allowing a stock of 3,500 bales to ac- 
cumulate—caused a dragging business to the end of the season. The 
season is likely to be sooner brougté to its close this year, and opinions as 
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to the probable figure of the total export for 1866-67 vary, but not widely. 
Some say 12,500 bales, some 15,000. Quotations are at present as fol-

These latter were 
obliged to use their weapons in self-defence, and it was not until after kill- 
ing two of the mutineers that they succeeded in establishing order. A fter- 
wards the captain, in order to intimidate the Chinese, had the leader of the 
revolt hanged at the mainmast. During the rest of the voyage the crew, 
revolver in hand, had to keep asharp watch on the emigrants. The object 
of the captain in putting into our port is to get assistance sufficient lo en= 
able him to finish the voyage in safety. Some of the Chinese, itis suid, avow 
that they themselves and many of their compeeren only went on board as 
emigrants with the intention of possessing themselves of the ship. They 
had intended to execute their project immediately on leaving Macao, but 
circumstances compviled them to postpone it for a ime.” 

ETHNOLOGICAL Socirty.—The anniversary meeting was he!d last 
week in the society's rooms, 4, St. Martin’s-place, Trafalgar-square. The 
reports of the council and of the treasurer showed a very prosperous con- 
dition both as to the increased number of members and the finances. The 
sale of the ‘* Transactions” to the public it was stated had now become an 
important item. The annual address was delivered by John Crawfurd, 
Esq., F.R.S. The officers and council elected for the ensuing year are—

Tuk INDIAN TELEGRAPH AGAIN.—It is really too bad that the Indian 
telegraph should not be managed better than it is. Every one who is in 
the habit of receiving telegrams from India knows what hopeless riddles are 
sent to this country. Indeed, what with the blunders and cclays on this 
line, it is found often more expeditious to serd by the Russian route, 
although a portion of the distance has to be traversed by mules. But bad 
as the state of things is as regards private telegrams, it is intulerable when 
we get such a message as Mr. Reuter has just chosen to communicate to 
the papers. A mutiny has, we are told, broken out in a native regiment 
at “ Great,” but the mutineers were captured, and order was restored. 
Now, in the first place, where on the earth or under the earth is “ Great 2” 
Is it an Indian city, or village, or barrack; or is it an island that has no 
more to do with India than it has with Timbuctoo? As a native regiment 
is spoken of we presume it is within the continent of India. On that ac- 
count it was the more important that we should know where, and not keep 
in suspense the tens of thousands of British families who have near relations 
and friends in India. We ought to know, too, what has caused the 
mutiny—whether it is a local, isolated trumpery dispute, or, like the ap- 
parently trivial disturbances of 1857, the prelude to a frightful insurrection ; 
whether it involves a purely personal quarrel or one affecting religion or 
caste. We received such a shock ten years ago that we shall never again 
laugh at the slightest symptom of discontent; very probably we shall run 
into the other extreme and exaggerate it. Anyhow we ought not to be 
tormented with such telegrams as that disgracefully unintelligible message 
which was sent from Bombay last week. 

THE Captives in AByssintaA.—lIntelligence has been received from 
the captives in Abyssinia up to the 2nd of April. They were still 
prisoners, and in chains, in the fort of Magdala. There had been no change 
in their treatment by King Theodorus, and no sign whatever that he 
intended to liberate them. In fact, they are now fully persuaded that no- 
thing but force will secure their liberation, and are ready to take the risk 
which coercive measures would entail upon themselves. One of them 
writes :—" Her Majesty’s Government are fully aware of our position, and 
it must now be clear to them that our release by conciliatory measures is 
quite out of the question. They must either resort to force or leave us to 
perish.” Meanwhile, the country generally appears to be in a state of 
complete anarchy, and almost every province is in rebellion. The road 
from Magdala to Debra Tabor, where the King still resides, is unsafe for 
all travellers unless accompanied by a strong escort. Five more Europeans 
have recently been added to the number of the captives—-viz., three Ger- 
mans, Messrs. Staiger, Brandeis, and Schiller; Essler, an Hungarian, and 
Makeru, a Frenchman. These had volunteered to enter the King’s service 
when the other captives were sent to Magdala, but getting tired of their 
position they devised a plan to escape. The evening before putting their 
plan into execution they were betrayed by Bardel, who had agreed to 
escape with them. They were, in consequence, immediately seized and 
chained hand and foot. They are at present confined in a dungeon at 
Debra Tabor. 

AccIDENT TO THE ATLANTIC CaBLE.—The Atlantic telegraph cable 
laid last year has been silenced, temporarily only it is to be hoped, by the 
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shock of an iceberg. Mr. Stewart, the chairman of the Anglo-American 
Telegraph Company. writes as follows: ‘* The u::interrupted state of tele- 
graphic communication with America is evidenced by the fact that in the 
course of yesterday 91 messages passed, yielding £2591 7s. In order, 
however, to mitigate as far as possible the effect of vague and exaggerated 
rumour ! feel it my duty, as chairman of this company, to ask you to place 
the public in possession of the following facts, namely : On the oth inst, it 
was reported that on the 4th inst., at 6.30 p.w., ‘a large iceberg grounded 
off the harbour of Heart’s Content, Newfoundland, about a mile aud a half 
N.N.W. of Northern Point, and 200 yards east of the 1866 cable, in about 
16 fathoms water. No danger with present wind.’ On the 8th inst. it was 
reported that ‘ }ceberg has disappeared,’ but in passing over the cable of 
1866 it scems that some damage must have been done, for the signals 
through that cable became imperfect, and have now ceased. The cable of 
1865, however, is uninjured, and there is no reason to doubt that the 
injury to the cable of 1866 will be repaired without delay, or any con- 
siderable expense. I need only add that the capacity of the cable ot 1866 
exceeds the requirements of the business, great as it is, between this 
country and America.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, Cuaarves E. 
Stewant, Chairman of the Anglo-American Telegraph Co.” Mr. Wil- 
loughby Smith, who was sent specially to Valertiato report, confirms the 
previous tests fixing the injury at about 34 miles from the station at Heart's 
Content, or within 1} or 2 miles of the Jaud, and therefore in shallow 
water. Arrangements have been made between the Anglo-American Tele- 
graph Company and the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Com- 
pany for the immediate repair of the accident, and a vessel fitted with all 
needful appliances, and carrying out a skilled staff, will be despatched from 
the Thames within ten days from this date. It is consequently expected 
that within three weeks the cable will again be in perfect working order. 

Tue Brazitran Navy.—An addition to the number of vessels form- 
ing the Imperial Brazil navy has just been made with two steam troop-ships 
from the Thames, the first completed of which, the Orellana, 626 tons, 
260-horse power, made her trial trip successfully between Gravesend and 
the Nore Light. The Orellana is a paddle steamer of light draft of water, 
combined with great carrying power, and has a high rate of speed. Her 
forward accommodation for troops is excellent, there being fitted hammock 
room for 500 men, besides hospital and other necessary accommodation 
for a troop transport, with ample room in the hold below for storage of 

rovisions, &c. The cabin accommodation aft for the officers accompany- 
Ing the troops is also of a very liberal character, and the like provision for 
the officers and crew of the ship is of the same character. The duties of 
the Orellana as a troop-carrying vessel will differ very materially from 
those of the Himalaya, Simoom, Tamar, and Orontes of the British navy. 
The Brazilian vessel will but have to carry troops along the coasts of 
Brazil, or over the track of the great rivers, but the steam troop-ships of 
the British navy have duties extending over nearly every part of the globe. 
Jn any comparison, therefore, between the troop-ships of the two nations 
those of Brazil may be considered really large vessels for the service they 
a Sees employed upon. The trip was highly satisfactory in all respect. 

INGULAR CONDUCT OF A SHie’s Crew.—The schooner Howden, 
Robinson master, and a crew of four men, from Malaga, with olive oil, 
arrived at Hull last week. The captain makes the following strange state- 
ment :— During the voyage something wot into his eye, which was so in- 
flamed and painful, that on arriving at Dungeness he went on shore for 
medical advice, leaving the mate of the vessel in charge. On his return 
he found the mate helplessly drunk, and the vessel rausacked of everything 
that was portable—a chronometer, compasses, his own gold watch and 
chain, clothes, bed-clothes, and some of the provisions, gone, as well as 
the whole of the crew, who had also taken away the ship’s long-boat, 
papers, and bill of health. He immediately telegraphed along the coast 
where it was likely the men would land, and having procured a fresh 
crew, he found his way to Hull. Since this occurrence a vessel has 
arrived at Sandgate, which reports having seen thg missing boat nearly 
full of water, and in it the dead body of a man, his face much disfigured 
as if by blows. The name of the boat was nearly erased, but it has been 
identified as that in which the runaways made off. As nothing has been 
heard of them it is thought they must have perished. The body is in the 
custody of the Coast-guard at Sandgate, and an inquest will be held 
on it. 

Rgevease OF A CaprureD STEAMER.—A telegram received from New 
York by the Atlantic cable announces that the Supreme Court at New 
_ Orleans had decreed that the British steamer Sir William Peel, captured 
by the United States’ cruisers during the war with the South in 1863, 
shall be restored, with the cargo, to her owners. The steamer in question 
was built at Northfleet in 1855, and in 1863 became the property of Mr. 
T. A. Corry and Mr. R. Laycock, merchants, in Manchester, who de- 
spatched her from London to Liverpool, whence she sailed for Matamoras 
on the 4th of May, 1863, with an assorted cargo of merchandise. The 
cargo was owncd by Messrs. A. and S. Henry and Co., merchants, and 
consigned to Messrs. Milmo and Co., at Matamoras, for sale. This steamer 
arrived out on the 13th of June, the cargo was landed except two casks 
containing iron rings and some railway axles, and a fresh cargo was being 
shipped—namely, about 900 bales of cotton, when she was captured by the 
United States’ commissioned vessel of war Seminole, Captain Roland, 
commanding, who ordered the Sir William Peel to New Orleans for adju- 
dication. It was clearly established that atthe time of the capture she 
was lying at anchor in Mexican neutral waters. 

Locomotives For Roaps.—An interesting spectacle was afforded last 
week toalarge number of persons who assembled on the grounds of 
Trinity College to witness the locomotion of a steam-carriage constructed 
by Mr. Daniel M'Dowell, late eugineer of the Jamaica Railway, and 
adapted for travelling on urdinary highways. The carriage, which is capa- 
ble of being worked to eight-horse power, and of travelling on a level 
road at the rate of twenty miles an hour, was driven at a rapid pace over 
the grounds, the inventor acting as driver, and Mr. Hingston, chief stew- 
ard of the College, steering. Its pertormance evoked the admiration of 
the epectaturs, and eventually the Provost and several members of hi 
family seated themselves in the carriage, and were driven round the courts 
of the University. The carriage when travelling at its maximum speed — 
twenty miles an hour—can be brought to a standstill within twenty yards. 
Its entire weight, with all the tools and appliances is only two tons. The 
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boiler is vertical, four feet high, by two in diameter, containing twenty-one 
vertical tubes of ]U0 Ib. pressure per inch. The cylinder is three inches 
in diameter, by seven in height, and makes four strokes for each revolution 
of the driving wheels; so that the speed on the driving wheels is reduced 
at the rate of one to four. The driving wheels are four feet in diameter, 
and the steering wheel two. 

Granp BALL aT THE British EmBassy IN Paris.—The correspon- 
dent of The Times thus deecribes the entertainment given by Lord Cowley 
in honour of the Prince of Wales:—‘ The Emperor and Empress were 
present, the King and Queen of the Belgians, the Grand Duchess Marie of 
Russia, the Princess Eugenie of Leuchtenberg and the Duke of Leuch- 
tenberg, Prince O-car of Sweden, Prince Napoleon, Princess Mathilde, 
Princess Marie of Baden, Prince and Princess Lucien Murat, Prince Joa- 
chim Murat, Prince Achille Murat; all the Ambassadors and Plenipoten- 
tiaries in Paris, with their wives; all the French Ministers and great officers 
of State—an immense crowd of people covered with orders, and all ablaze 
with stars and diamonds and ribands of every colour. I had nearly forgotten 
to mention one of the most remarkable of the personages present—the little 
brother of the Tycoon, a mere child, who, with his hair done up ina won- 
derful cockscomb, made himself, in spite of the observation he excited, 
quite at home. The ball was the most brilliant that has come off as yet 
in Paris this season, and some idea of the magnitude of the preparations 
made for it may be gathered from the fact that among the 1,300 people 
assembled there were 60 detectives. Four or five of them, whcse boast it 
is that they know nearly every conspirator in Europe, were constantly 
in the ballroom, where they appeared covered with decorations. Not- 
withstanding the multitudes present, there was comparatively little in- 
convenicnt crowding. The open space behind the Embussy and between 
its two projecting wings, with the fountain in the centre, was carpeted,. 
roofed in, and converted into a large and brilliantly lighted hall, adorned 
with such a profusion of flowers as one rarely sees. The Emperor and 
Empress, as also the King and Queen of the Belgians, unlike all the- 
other guests, came in at the back, through the garden, and the havoc 
which has consequently been wrought in the flower beds by the wheels of 
the carriages and the feet of the horses is pitiable. No one seeing the 
place to-day could imagine that yesterday it was, after that of the Elysee, 
the prettiest garden in Paris. The Imperial party arrived about 11 o’clock, 
and dancing immediately commenced. The first quadrille was composed 
of the Empress and the Prince of Wales; the Queen of the Belgians and 
the Duke of Edinburgh; Princess Eugenie, of Leuchtenberg, and Prince 
Joachim Murat, Lord Royston, and I forget who. In the second, the 
Empress and the Queen of the Belgians changed partners, Prince Oscar 
of Sweden was with Lady Feodore Wellesley and Lord Royston with 
Princess Eugenie, of Leuchtenberg. Neither the Emperor nor the King 
of the Belgians danced. The last dance was over at a quarter to five in 
the morning. It wasa cotillon in which the Prince of Wales had Madame 
de Gallifet for his partner. The cotillon was led by the Marquis de Caux, 
Ecuyer de l’Empereur, and Lady Feodore Wellesly.” 

ELLOW FEvER AT Mauritius.—There has been aterrible outbreak 
of yellow fever at Mauritius. Letters, dated February 6, say that the 
disease has carried off its victims by thousands. The official returns from 
the 10th of February to the 28th gave the deaths at 2,061; in March, 
6,433; and from the Ist of April to the 17th of April, 5,070; making a 
total number of 13,564. Happily a change in the temperature took place 
on the 14th of April, after heavy rains and strong breezes varying from the 
south to east, and since then there has been a decrease in the number of” 
sick, which there is every reason to hope will continue. Quinine had ad- 
vanced to the enormous price of £12 per ounce. The next mail from 
England was expected to bring a supply. 

THE PECULIARITIES OF SOUTHAMPTON.—An investigation is now 
making for Parliamentary purposes into the wind and tidal peculiarities of 
the port of Southampton. The tide ebbs there in a south-easterly direc- 
tion, and that at Spithead in a north-westerly one, and both tides meet to 
ebb through the west channel that divides the west coast of the Isle of 
Wight from the main land. The greater body of water from Spithead 
forces the Southampton tide back, and canses the singulir phenomenon of 
a two hours’ high water at that port; so that through this and other ano- 
malies there are only three hours’ebb at Southampton. The prevailing 
wind at Southampton is evidently a south-west one, from the march of 
shingle and gravel on the northern shore between the Redbridge and 
Blechynden Railway stations, in a north eastern direction. Nothing stops 
this march. The shingle and gravel travel over the elevations called hards 
and those made by sewers. Trituration is also going on amongst this 
shingle and gravel through the action of the wind and tide, so that after 
the lapse of time there will be formed a sandy beach. 

THE AMERICAN IRONCLADS.—The Patrie says:—“ We have reason 
to believe that Prussian agents have been despatched to New York with 
the view of purchasing the ironclad vessels built during the late war in the 
United States, but which since its conclusion have become in excess of the 
wants cf that country. Among other vessels are mentioned the monitor 
Onondaga and the armoured frigate of 5,000 tons, the Dunderberg. The 
statement contained in a private despatch that the latter vessel had been 
purchased by France is erroneous.” 

THE ReEporTED MovTIyy IN InDIA.—A telegram from Agra states that 
the reported mutiny of native troops at Meerut is not true. The report 
was ‘caused by the receipt of a letter by the collector stating that an out- 
break would happen. On Sunday evening (the 19th) all the women and 
children were sent to Delhi, causing a great panic. The writer of -the 
letter was said to be insane. 

Tne Searcn For Dr. Livincstoxe.—The construction of the steet 
boat to be used by the party about to be despatched to search the rivers and 
lakes in the interior of Africa for traces of Dr. Livingstone is being hurried 
forward at Chatham. A few days will now suffice fur its completion, when 
it will be taken to pieces anu despatched by tle mail steamer leaving on the 
9th proximo, which also takes out the exploring party. Mr. Young, one 
of the warrant officer’ attacbed to the Royal yacht, who formerly spent @ 
c.rsiderable time with Dr. Livingstone in his African explorations, will 
have charge of the expedition. 

Tue Mont Cenis TuNNEL.—This great work is now more than half 
completed. The entire length of the tunnel will be seven miles 1.257 
yardy, and the distance completed at the close of March, 1867, was four 
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miles 345 yards. The advance effected in March was 148 yards, and if 
the present rate of progress could be maintained the tunnel would be com- 
pleted by March, 1870. 

SHIPBUILDING IN FraNcr.— Shipbuilding seems to be prosperous in 
France. Ata recent meeting of the shareholders of the Company des 
Forges et Chantiers de la Mediterranee, which has not been in existence 
many years, the directors reported that in 1866 the eompany built nine 
large steamers for the Transports Maritimes Company, two gunboats for the 
Italian Government, and two steamers for the Viceroy of Egypt, one of 
them very rapid. It was announced, too, that the company has in course 
of execution orders to the amount of £1,600,900. 

Baron Lrezic, the celebrated chemist, was invited last week to a family 
dinner at the Tuileries. The Emperor, who takes great interest in the 
labours of this distinguished savant, conversed with him a long time, and 
congratulated him on his recent discoveries, 

A Cuurcn Struck BY Licntninc.— During a violent storm last week 
the lightning struck the church of La Salle, France. The electric fluid, 
having detached large pieces of the roof, penetrated into the edifice, and 
destroyed, by setting fire to them, a number of banners and ornaments on 
the altar, The sexton, who at the moment was tolling the bell, suffered 
no injury. 

ConrEepDRRATION OF British AmMERica.—A supplement to the Gazette 
contains a Royal proclamation, which declares that after the Ist of July the 
British North American colonies shall be one dominion, with the name of 
Canada. Further, it names the senates for the different provinces. 
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WRECK OF ‘THE “ROVER” OFF FORMOSA. 
MOBDER OF THE CAPTAIN, HIS WIFE, AND CREW.—ATTACK BY THE 
NATIVES ON THE BOATS OF H.M.8. ‘‘ CORMORANT.” 


A correspondent has favoured us with the following letter 
relating to the above events. The concluding paragraph of it 
deserves the serious attention of all who are interested in en- 
suring the safety of commerce in the China seas. H.MS. 
Icarus left Foochow on the 3rd April for the scene of the wreck. 


(To the Editor of the China Mail.) 


Takao, Formosa, March 30th, 1867. 

S1n,—I regret to have to communicate to you the wreck off the south 
point of this island of the American barque Rover, on her voyage from 
Swatow to Newchwang, under circumstances which leave no doubt that 
her crew were foully murdered by the savage natives of that place. 

The news was brought here by a Swatow Chinaman, who alone was 
fortunate enough to escape, and who arrived at Takow on the 22nd instant. 
His story was that the vessel left Swatow on the 9th instant, and struck on 
rocks (evidently the Vele Rete Rocks) on the 12th. She floated off, but 
in a sinking condition, and the master (Capt. Hand) determined to aban- 
don her. The crew took to the boats, and were divided as follows :—The 
captain, his wife, one mate, and three Chinese, in one boat; the other 
mate and seven Chinese in the other. They pulled northwards, but during 
the night were parted. The first boat sighted land after seventeen hours 
pulling, and its occupants landed and sat down on the beach. After sitting 
about half an hour they were surprised by a discharge of firearms from the 
bush close by directed on their party. Without waiting to see the result 
of this volley the Chinaman fled and hid himself till night, when he crossed 
the hills and reached Leang-kiaou (a Chinese village), whence after a delay 
of six days he got passage to Takow in asampan. On receiving this in- 
telligence, Captain Broad, in command of H.M.S. Cormorant, which 
happened to be in port, at once decided upon proceeding down the coast, 
and if possible to ransom any of the crew who might have survived. 

The Cormorant left Takao on the morning of the 25th, having on board 
Mr. Carroll, H.M.'s Acting Consul for Formosa, and Dr. Manson (of 
Takao) who joined the expedition as a volunteer. She firet anchored at 
Leang-kiaou, where arrangements were made for sending a conciliato 
messuge to the savages, with promises of reward for any lives saved. 
Chinamun who understood the savage dialect was also persuaded, with 
great difficulty, and under promise of good payment, to act as interpreter. 
About 4 p.M. the ship anchored in the bay, at the extreme point of the 
island, where on the beach were to be seen the remains of the boat from 
which the unfortunate crew had landed. 

Being desirous of giving the messenger from Leang-kiaou time to reach 
the savages, and so to avoid taking them by surprise, no one landed 
during the afternoon, or until nine o’clock on the morning cf the 26th, 
when the whaler, the gig, and cutter were ordered to be prepared. 

In the first were Capt. Broad, Mr. Consul Carroll, and the native in- 
terpreters ; in the second, Lieut. Mathias and Dr. Lucas, the surgeon ; 
and in the tkird, Lieut. Ryder and Dr. Manson. The two first pulled 
ashore to where the Rover's boat was lying, and the cutter lay on ber oars 
at about 30 yards from the shore, with orders to keep a look out for any 
hostile movement. Everything however appeared quiet, no natives to be 
seen save on the hills about 300 yards from shore. A few buffaloes had 
also made their appearance on another part of the beach, with what object 
did not appear, and in charge of no one. 

Lieut. Mathias was the Srst to jump ashore, and Capt. Broad was in the 
act of doing the same, when a sharp fire of musketry was opened upon the 
party from two points in the jungle at not 20 yards’ distance. The abrupt 
nature of the sand-beach at this spot however prevented this first volley 
from taking effect on the whaler and gig. 

The position of the foe being only indicated by the smoke from their 
muskets, and they themselves being quite hidden in the dense bush, Capt. 
Broad wisely determined not to risk the lives of his men in pursuit of an 
invisible enemy in a jungle where every advantage would have been on 
their side. The boats were therefore ordered off, the retreat being covered 
by the cutter, from which was kept up a fire which, from the cries of the 
savages, evidently told. Their bullets and arrows, however, now fell 
thickly round the boats, all of which were struck in several places, one ball 
passing right through both sides of the whaler only a few inches below the 
seat on which were sitting Capt. Broad and Mr. Carroll. 


It is a cause for great congratulation, therefore, that the only casualty 
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was a flesh wound received by one of the bluejackets in the cutter. In the 
same boat the stock of one of the Marines’ rifles was shor through as he 
was in the act of firing it. 

As nodoubt now remained as to the sad fate of the Rover's crew» 
nothing could be done but to inflict some punishment upon the murderers: 
On returning to the ship therefore a fire of shell was opened upon the 
thickets out of which they now ventured. The effects were soon visible, 
large parties being seen so hurry up the hills in the rear of the position 
they had occupied. At the two points alone whence fire was opened there 
could not have been less than fifty men, whilst I feel convinced that others 
were stationed all along the bay, the buffaloes being only a decoy to entice 
the crew ashore. 

To explain this I must state that the one and great object in life of a 
Formosan savage is to obtain heads, and [ doubt not that they were greatly 
disappointed at not getting a few from the Cormorant. They fired not long 
ago into the boats of the Swallow, and I feel convinced that the crews of 
half the sailing vessels which have been lost and never heard of on their way 
northward from Hong Kong have perished at this spot. The very 
cunning of their ambuscade in the present instance proves that they 
are adcpts, and the lives of the party are probably due to some accident, 
such as one excited man ‘having fired his musket too soon. Had they 
waited Stwo minutes longer not a man in the whaler and gig could 
have escaped, and even as it was their escape appears miraculous. 
masters of vessels leaving Hong Kong should be specially warned on n0 
account to land at this spot, the more so now as the sight of a foreign 
made boat ying on the beach might induce them to do so. 

It is much regretted that these savage tribes should be allowed to hod 
possession of this beautiful and valuable anchorage, situated as it is so 
conveniently for northward bourd vessels in the North-east Monsoon, 
and it would be a great boon to commerce could they be cleared out and 
a settlement of Chinese encouraged in their place. The hills are fertile 
and undulating, and the soil appears rich enough amply to repay the 
labour of cultivation. The climate in the winter is healthy and in- 
vigorating, and the summer would be cooled by the breezes of the 
south-west. Asa sanitarium for the worn-out inhabitants of Hong Kong 
it would be unequalled. The mission of the Cormorant was intended as one 
essentially of peace and mercy ; but with the experience now gained, and 
with a force sufficiently strong, a single well organised attack would drive 
the savages from the coast, and a few years of Government protection 
would do the rest. I trust that the matter may be ere long taken up in 
the proper quarter and effectually carried out. The importance of the 
question affects not alone the English, the American, or any other nation, 


but touches all who are in any way connected with China, either its trade 
or its Government.

RorrerpDAaM, May 24. 

Mach sensation has been created here by the announcement that Mr. L. 
‘W. C. Keuchenius, M.P., was “honourably” discharged by the Govern- 
ment from his duties as a member of the Council of the Netherlands Indies 
without his requesting to be discharged. In the royal decree his Majesty 
thanks him for his good services, and the right to ask for his pension is 
granted. Now it is customary here that functionaries are discharged only 
apon their own request ; even when any one is discharged for ill conduct 
he is warned to ask for his dismissal. The Liberal papers suggest that 
this measure is taken by the Cabinet to punish Mr. Keuchenius for his 
well-known motion which he proposed in the Second Chamber, and which 
ded to the dissolution of the Parliament. They call it an arbitrary act, 
which cannot be defended successfully by the Ministerialists. The Con- 
servative papera, however, plead that it was necessary to dismiss Mr. 
Keuchenius because he solicited for the functions of Vice-President of the 
Council of the Netherlands Indies, and this being refused he wished that 
his position should be regulated, and asked, during a tete-a-cete with the 
Minister for the Colonial Department, for a free passage for him and his 
family toreturn to Batavia, whilst he would then be content when the 
pension due to him (8,000f.) should be granted. The Minister refused 
this request also; thereupon the discussion became more passionate, and 
@he dismissal was gazetted. I give you the two versions, but I add 
that I do not believe one word of the rumours spread by the Conservative 
papers. 

The Arnhemsche Courant states that Mr. Fabius, commander of the 
maval force in India, has asked for leave to return to the mother-country, 
and that this request will be granted. Next year he will be relieved by 
Mr. Andrea, now captain of marines and ex-M.P. for Leeuwardez, but 
who has not been long enough in the service to be appointed Rear-Ad- 
quiral. 

The last rinderpest returns show that the last measures have given 
good results. During the week ending the 11th only 17 cattle were at- 
tacked, against 185 and 362 in the two previous weeks. 

In the month of June his Majesty will leave the Hague for his seat 
** het Loo,” and after a stay of some weeks he will visit the Paris Exhibi- 
tion. It is much regretted that the 45 chests containing produce of the 
Indian Archipelago, which were destined for that Exhibition, arrived too 
Gate for admission. Endeavours have been made since by some leading 
industrials for a special permission, in view of the great ,;importance of 


these products.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. | 
HampuseG, May 23. 


The Burgherschaft, or legislative body of this cily, has passed, almost 
unanimously (136 votes to |), the constitution of North Germany and the 
law by which Hamburg becomes a component state of the new North 
German Confederation. Her exceptional position as a free port will be 
continued till such time as she herself expresses the wish to be incorpo~ 
rated with the Zolverein, for which privilege she is to pay an annual sum 
in lieu of duties, the precise amount of which, however, has not yet been 
finally settled. But it will be worth while for Hamburg to pay any sum to 
retain as hitherto her free intercourse with all parts of the world, under 
which system she has become so prosperous and wealthy. 

The Siberian Messenger announces that the old line of telegraph on 
the Amoor is now completed and open for public traffic from Nieolayefsk 
to the part of Nosgorad in the Bay of Possiet. The line of the Amoor 
is 1,884 wersts in length (upwardsof 1,200 miles), and is divided into two 
nearly equa! parts; the northern one extends from Chabarofka to Nico- 
layefsk, with a branch from Sophisk to De Castries Bay, and a total length 
of 990 wersts. This is intended to be the general route to form a junc- 
tion between the Siberian system and the Russian and American telegraph 
in the event of the latter being ultimately carried out, as there are indica- 
tiors that the plan has not yet been altogether abandoned. The southern 
line traverses a distance of 894 wersts, and connects Chabarofka with the 
new port of Novgorod, the most southern point of the most recently 
acquired territory on the Pacific. Over the whole of this extensive line 
there is but a sparse population at present, and a great want of useful 
roads, so that there are only forty-eight stations, of which twelve are for the 
reception of telegrams, seventeen for controlling officers, and nineteen for 
supervision, The sum allowed for the construction of the Amoor line 
was 750,000 roubles, but in practice it was found that the work could be 
done for much less than the estimates, so that only 500,000 roubles have 
been spent. According to instructions received from the Imperial Govern- 
ment at St. Petersburg, the remaining surplus of 250,000 roubles is to be 
expended in completing the works by building more stations, making new 
bridges, and otherwise generally improving the roads and other means of 
communication in the immediate vicinity of the telegraph line. 

Official intelligence has now been received that the ratifications of the 
treaty concluded on the 2lst of November, 1864, between China and 
Belgium, were exchanged with all the usual formalities at Shanghai on 
the lst December last. The stipulations of this treaty are nearly the same 
as those in the treaty between Denmark and China, and the trade regula- 
tions and tariff of duties are almost identical with those stipulated in the 
British treaty with China. 

The local newspapers of this city contain a list of a number of valuable 
presents recently made to the Hamburg Zoological Gardens, among which 
is a royal Bengal tiger from Mr. Heinrich Reinhold, of Calcutta, anda 
makak (Macacos cynamolgos) from Dr. C. Kruger, in Java. 

By royal patent of the 13th inst., dated Stockholm, the Bie Sweden 
and Norway has appointed Mr. C. Kruger to be his Majesty's Vice- Consul 
at Amoy, and Mr. H. Dirks in the same capacity at Swatow, both under 
the jurisdiction of the Swedish and Norwegian Consulate General at 
Shanghai.

THE FAILURES IN THE CHINA TRADE, 

Warm our home trade has been slowly but steadily recover- 
ing from the effects of the panic which last year swept like a 
tornado over the mercantile world, and while foreign and colo- 
nial commerce generally has shown a like improving tendency, 
a gloom has still hung over the China trade, gradually but 
surely undermining confidence and destroying credit. This 
feeling of insecurity has undoubtedly been due in great measure 
to the unsatisfactory condition of the firm of Dent and Co., who 
were known to have sustained heavy losses, and whose downfall 
would, it was felt, be a severe blow to the trade gene- 
rally. Even after the return of their drafts on their 
London agents, hopes were entertained that with time and 
forbearance their difticulties might be tided over; but at last 
the impending crash came, and even those who had most con- 
fidently expected it, stood aghast at the frightful ruin it dis- 
closed. The announcement that a firm which had for years 
rejoiced in such unimpeachable credit, transacted such an 
immense business, and possessed such vast resources as DENT 
and Co., could offer no better terms than half-a-crown in the 
pound, payable in two and a half years; and (still more 
extraordinary) that such an offer should be meekly accepted 
by even a portion of their creditors, was received with 
mingled surprise and incredulity. There is however no 
doubt about the fact, and unpalatable as it may be wo 
must accept, and make the best of it. Indeed, in the minds 
of some persons the first feeling of dismay has already given 
way to a sense of relief. It is felt that while a smali firm 
in difficulties may struggle on for a time without causing any 
wide-spread injury to trade, a colossal house such as Dent and 
Co., when once hopelessly involved, has the pernicious effect 
of an upas tree—useless in itself, yet exercising a deadly influ- 
ence on all around jt ; so that its dissolution may act somewhat 
after the fashion of a severe thunderstorm, seeming, while it 
lasts, to shake the very foundations of the earth, but leaving 
behind it a clear, calm, and serene atmosphere, with the pros- 
pect of a long continuance of fair weather. So let us hope that 
out of evil may come forth good. As a warning to others this 
disaster will have its use. Reckless speculators in the China 
trade have had many serious warnivgs of late; let them take 
heed that they do not disregard this, the greatest of all. 
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It hardly comes within our province to attempt any close | 


investigation into the causes by which this disaster has been 
brought about ; still, the various attempts that have been made 
to account for it cannot be allowed to pass entirely without 
comment, for the affairs of Denr and Co. are now quite as 
much public property as those of OVEREND, GuRNEY, and Co. 
Indeed the analogy is greater than would at first sight be 
supposed, for owing tu its high reputation for integrity and 
solvency, the house of Dent and Co. has for many years been 
accustomed to receive on deposit the savings or spare cash of 
numbers of persons resident in China; and these sums in the 
aggregate must have amounted to something considerable. 
The announcement published by The Times on the 9th inst. 
was coupled with a statement that the difficulties of the firm 
arose from heavy losses sustained by Mr. Joan Dent, through his 
connection with the Blakely Ordnance Company. On the fol- 
lowing day a paragraph appeared contradicting this, and aasert- 
ing that they were caused by “losses through frauds to a large 
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‘* amount committedat Shanghai by oneof their clerks.” This was 
followed up by a letter from Captain BLAKELY denying that Mr. 
Dent had incurred any loss through that company. The 
original company, Captain BLAKELY says, consisted solely of 
Mr, Dent and himself, and Mr. Dent profited by it to the 
extent of £67,000. In 1865 Mr. Dent wished to sell the 
concern, in order to raise money to retrieve losses which had 
already occurred in China; a “limited” company was got up 
to take over the property, payment was taken in bills, bonds, or 
shares; Mr. Dent's portion of these, amounting to £115,000, 
was discounted or sold, and with the money thus obtained he 
sailed to the rescue of his firm. The new “limited” company, 
like most of its class, proved but a bubble ; the bills were dis- 
honoured, and Captain BLakELy, having endorsed them jointly 
with Mr. Dent, bad to take them up. Such is the version of 
the affair given by Captain BLAKELY, who concludes his letter 
by expressing the deepest sympathy for Mr. Dent. In reply 
to this statement, Mr. CHomLEY, the partuer now in London, 
publishes a letter distinctly denying that any such sum was ever 
received by the firm from Mr. Dent, and further asserting that, 
although Mr. Dent had put £30,000 into the original company, 
he had never received a penny out of it, and that instead of 
taking £115,000 as his share of the purchase money, he got no 
more than £5,0U0. 

Here the matter must rest, we suppose, until Mr. Dest 
himself has an opportunity of throwing some light upon it. 
There is a very general feeling that it was hardly fair on the 
part of Captain DLuaKeLy to write the letter above quoted, or 
of The Times to print it, during Mr. Dent's absence ; and for 
the honour of all concerned we trust that a complete expla- 
nation will be forthcoming, such vague .and contradictory 
statements as these being in the highest degree discredit- 
able. In the meantime it is evident that neither Mr. 
Dent's private losses, nor the peculations of a clerk, could 
alone suffice to account for such a complete wreck. These, 
combined with heavy losses on tea shipments, bave doubt- 
less helped; but there is little doubt that the chief cause 
may be traced to a long course of reckless expenditure and mis- 
management at Shanghai during Mr. Dent's absence from China, 
Be the causes what they may, it is sad, very sad, to have to 
record such an ignoble ending as they have led to. Total 
bankruptcy, utter anuihilation, would have seemed more con- 
sistent with the character of the house than such a composition 
as that offered, How it will be received in China we have yet 
to learn. 





THE CHINA DINNER. 

THE third dinner has been successfully carried through at 
Willis’s-rooms. The chairman on this occasion was Lord 
LONGFoRD, who was for a short time in China as General 
PAKENHAM in the commissariat department of the army. There 
is always a difficulty in finding a suitable and willing president, 
but we trust that next year a gentleman ‘representing the mer- 
cantile interests of China and Japan will be found to fill the 
post. Our readers are aware that an attempt has been made 
to form a nucleus for the formation of a Cmina CivuB, but 
nothing further can be attempted at present than to keep the 
matter in view. A club for gentlemen who have been resident 
in China and Japan would be a very acceptable, and we believe 
successful undertaking, if it could be organised without the 
usual lavish expenditure incident to these undertakings. We 
know that it would be highly appreciated by a large number of 
gentlemen returning from the Far East, who now feel very 
much the want of a place of meeting in London. The company 
present on this occasion comprised the following noblemen and

The Army was responded to by General Sir Charles Straubenzie, who 
at one time commanded the garrison at Hong Kong; the Navy by our 
old and highly esteemed friend Admiral Sir Michael Seymour, who said 
it was with much pleasure he again met the residents of China—that station

which had always been to him the most eventful in a professional view, 
and the most agreeable in a social view. Mr. Antrobus responded for the 
Volunteers of China, and in a very neat speech gave an idea of the value 
of the services rendered on many occasions by the Shanghai corps. He 
bad hoped to have exhibited on the table the ‘* China Challenge Cup,” 
which had arrived in this country, but was detained at Southampton owing 
to the necessary forms not being passed through the Customs; a duty 
exception having been promised by Government. 

The next toast, also from the chair, was ‘‘ China and Japan,” re- 
sponded to by Sir John Davis with his usualability. He was glad to again 
have the opportunity of meeting those connected with a country in which 
he took so great an interest. He was happy to say that the Chinese were 
slowly yielding to Western influences, and he regarded the establishment of 
the College at Peking as a very important stride. He complimented the 
Japanese on being of a less subtle character, and that although they resisted 
our proposals for trade and residence at first, they had finally succumbed 
with more credit and grace than the Chinese. 

The next toast was that of success to the ‘** China Club,” proposed 
by Mr. Montgomery Martin, who made some useful and _interest- 
ing comparisons betweerf our career in India and China. He believed 
that we had at present but scratched at the outer crust of that great 
empire; he hoped that the members of the ‘‘ China Club” would be 
copa a in promoting our interests there. Lord John Hay briefly 

nded. 

he next toast was “‘ The Commerce of China and Japan,” by Mr. A. 
R. Johnston, who regretted that the old faces of his day in China were 
disappearing, and that he himself was constrained to feel old in con- 
sequence. China was so interesting and so important a country that no 
one could forget their connection with it. 

The response was given by Mr. J. J. Mackenzie, who deplored the 

resent condition of the China trade, but trusted that it would recover 
itself, and that the merchants would again see a prosperous state of trade. 

The health of the chairman having been proposed by Admiral Sevmour, 
pa ata rose at 10.30 and entered upon a general conversation until 
twelve. ° 


THE PROPOSED TELEGRAPHS IN CHINA. 

The East India Telegraph Company of New York, which 
proposes to lay a telegraph cable from Hong Kong to Shanghai, 
touching at the intermediate open ports, has commenced sending 
out materials, and has desired its agent in London—Mr. 
F. C. G. Ritso—to enter into ‘a contract for the manufacture, 
laying, and guaranteeing for a certain period, of a submarine 
cable. Mr. Seward, the Secretary of State, and Mr. Welles, 
Secretary of the Navy, have instructed the American Minister 
at Peking and the Admiral in command of the China Station 
to render every assistance in their power to this enterprise. 
The company is not intended to be purely American; it is 
anxious to be international, and arrangements are now being 
entered into to give to parties in England a share in its control. 
It is to be hoped it will receive the support of our China houses, 
and that English and American interests in China will be equally 
promoted by these means. 


In reference to a notice recently issued from the Post-office 
relative to additional mail services to Aspinwall, we understand 
that arrangements for the transmission of correspondence to 
China and Japan, via San Francisco, have uot as yet been com- 
pleted.

China and Japan; a Complete Guide to the Open Ports of 
those Countries, together with LTeking, Yeddo, Hong Kong, and 
Macao, with 56 maps and plans. By W.F Mayers, F.R.GS,, 
H.M.’s Consular Service; N. B. .Dennys, late H.M.’s Consular 
Service ; and CHARLES Kina, Lieut. Royal Marine Artillery, 
Edited by N. B. Dennys. In 1 vol. &vo, 600 pages. London, 
Trubuer and Co.; and Hong Kong, Shortrede and Co.—A 
glance at this volume suffices to show that no paipvs have been 
spared by its authors to make it not only a complete guide-book 
for the use of persons actually visiting the various treaty 
ports of China and Japan, but a really useful work of reference, 
such as cannot fail to be acceptable to all who take any genuine 
interest in either of those countries. And although written in 
& very simple, unpretending style, it is moreover essentially a 
yeadable book ; dry dissertations being avoided, and such tech- 
nical and statistical information as are necessary to make it 
complete being generally given in a tabular form. Each of the 
ports or places treated of (twenty-seven in number) has a 
separate section of the book appropriated to it, commencing in 
most cases with a general description of its size, appearance, 
geographical position, and approach or mode of access. 
A slight historical sketch of its origin and development fol- 
lows ; then a detailed account of its present condition, plan, 
institutions, chief buildivgs and Goverument. This is succeeded 
by observations on the trade, currency, and population, with the 
needful statistics ; notes on climate, hygiene, food, clothing, &c. ; 
“3nd much other information of a varied but always useful nature. 
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The descriptive and historical parts are very interesting, and, 
being interspersed with apt quotations from the best writers en 
China and Japan, tend to make the book, as we have already 
said, quite a readable one. On the whole, therefore, it may be 
considered to fulfil the purpose for which it is put forth, aud 
to supply the want which undoubtedly existed of a thoroughly 
practical handbook of information regarding China and Japan. 
But the volume is by no means faultless. In the first place, it 
is a pity it was not printed in England, for, although as a 
specimen of Hong Kong typography it is not otherwise than 
creditable to Messrs. Shortrede’s establishment, its appear- 
ance is marred by a certain want of finish, and the 
binding is by no means so good as it should be. Of the 
numerous maps and plans it contains, some (especially those of 
Hong Kong and Shanghai) are carefully and elabcrately drawn, 
but many of the others are very sketchy ; too meagre, in fact, 
to be of any use at all. In those of Nagasaki there are several 
errors ; “ Tokits,” for instance, is printed “ Gokito;” “ Taka- 
boko” becomes “ Gakaboko ;” and the “ Governor’s Road” is 
strangely transformed into the “ Governor’s Pond.” ‘There are 
errors in the letterpress too. “ Mogi Bay,” which is correctly 
printed on the map, becomes “ Mogibay” in the description. 
Nor are these misprints confined to names of places, the 
occasional misspelling of which is in some degree excusable, 
but they unfortunately extend beyond this, and we need look 
no further than the third page to find a simple English word 
absurdly misspelt. Again, “ Tientsin” and “ Yang tz’ Kiang” 
are each spelt in two different ways on the same page. And 
here and there we come upon passages written in such a slip- 
shod style as to indicate either undue haste in composition, or 
the absence of any careful revision of the proofs ; probably both. 
Such defects as these do not in any serious degree militate 
against the practical utility of the book, but care should still be 
taken to correct them in the future editions which will doubt- 
less be called for. 

General Observations on the Port and Trade of Chefoo, and on 
Trade in the North of China.—This is a well-written pamphlet 
of about a dozen pages, issued by Mr. J. P. Watson, of 47, 
Lime-street, with the view of drawing attention to the resources 
of Chefoo and the surrounding district. The writer gives a 
concise resume of tho history of the port, and an interesting 
account of its trade. He points out that the one thing needed 
to place the ports in the Gulf of Pecheli on a most satisfactory 
footing is the establishment of a direct home trade; and that 
of the three ports Chefoo offers by far the greatest advantages 
for this purpose, being the only one that is not closed by ice 
during the winter. The navigation is easy, the anchorage safe, 
and it is even now a sort of central depdt for the trade of the 
gulf. For some time the rising tendency of the trade was 
checked by the prohibition contained in the treaty of Tientsin 
regarding the export of certain descriptions of native produce 
in European vessels ; but since this restriction was removed, in 
1861, the entire carrying trade between Chefoo and the 
southern ports has fallen into the hands of Europesns, and the 
increasing use of steamers bids fair to add another element to 
the prosperity of the port. Chefoo, however, with the neigh- 
bouring port of Tientsin, languishes for want of direct ship- 
ments from home. ,The same was the case a few years back 
with Nagasaki and Yokohama ; they were dependent for sup- 


plies of imports on those China ports that became from time: 


to time over-stocked, and that branch of trade was conse- 
quently very speculative, subject to violent fluctuations, and 
altogether in an unsatisfactory state ; whereas the direct home 
trade now established has placed them in a greatly improved 
position. There seems to be no sufficient reason why a similar 
result should not be practicable with regard to Chefoo. 

In our summary of new publications last month we omitted 
to notice the appearance of Judy, a three-halfpepny imitation 
of Punch, which was very poor from the first, and seems to 
get worse every week, We have now to record the appear- 
ance of another humorous weekly publication called The 
Tomahawk, a Saturday journal of Satire. This is far more 
presentable, and the first two numbers contain some very clever 
sketches. It is illustrated bya single cartoon only, and is well 
printed on toned paper, the price being threepence. The 
chilling blast that had such a depressing effect on the Derby 
appears to have proved fatal to our juvenile contemporary, the 
Lnttle Times, that literary bantling not having been seen or 
heard of since the 22nd. The public seems to bear its loss 
with resignation,

t. Mr. Dyer edits a very interesting book on Pompeti, tts History, 
Remains, and Antiquities, with an account of the destruction of the city, 
and a full account of the remains and the recent excavations, with an 
itinerary for visitors; it has nearly three hundred woodcuts. Mr. Hew 
Scott's Fasti Ecclesia Scoticane is a voluminous work on the succession 
of ministers in the parish churches of Scotland, from the Reformation of 
1560 till the present time ; the first part contains the synod of Lothian 
and Tweedale. A portion of the second part of Professor Stephens’s 
work on the Runic Monuments is issued at the request of several archeolo- 

ists before the rest of the volume; it contains an account of the Ruthwell 

ross, Northumbria, &c., &c., from a South English transcript of the 
tenth century, with translations, comments, &c.

CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, LON- 
DON, AND CHINA. 


The ninth annual general meeting of shareholders was held 
on the 21st inst., at the banking-house, Broad-street ; Mr. G. 
G. Nicoz, the chairman, presiding. The report of the directors 
having been taken as read, 


The CHarnMan proceeded to move its adoption. He supposed some 
disappointment was felt in respect of accounts, but he thought that, con- 
sidering the trying period they had passed, and the circumstances existing 
during the past two years—two years such as probably never before were 
experienced —they would consider it wae rather a matter of congratulation 
that so little comparative injury had been done to the bank. When he 
Jast addressed them he was in hopes—and at the time they had a well- 
founded expectation—that things would turn out well and favourably ; 
but the failures of the Commercial, the Agra, and more particularly the 
banks in Bombay, which were the origin and root of the mischief, then 
took place, and caused affairs to assume a threatening aspect. They con- 
sidered it advisable, and in the interests of the bank, that they should pursue 
a eautious policy, and instead of carrying on their usual business on the 
usual scale, they deemed it prudent to curtail at every point. The conse- 
quence was that their business had been greatly reduced during the 

ear, and therefore the same means of earning profits had not occurred. 

o doubt as events progressed, if they had been a little less conservative 
and a little less restrictive, they might have made more profits, but having 

rd to the threatening affairs which existed ten months ago, he thought 
the sharehulders would concur in the propriety of the course pursued by 
the board. They might have made a little profit, but the hazard would 
have been very great. With respect to the accounts, they would see, asa 
preof of the curtailment of their business, that their liabilities, which were 
the measure of their business, had been reduced upwards of three millions 
as compared with the same statement of the preceding year. That would 
show they strictly carried out a policy of caution and care. At the same 
time, as a further proof of their watchfulness, the shareholders would 
observe that the same accounts showed cash in hand, bullion at the bankers, 
and Government securities to amount to within a trifle of the actual deposits 
and issues, proving incontestatly that the directors took every precaution 
to preserve the company against emergency. and to fortify it at every point. 
He thought no bank would have stood the crisis as they had done, 
and he believed it would be gratifying to the shareholders to know 
that at no time were the board not able to meet any emergency that 
could have happened, snd that the bank never stood so high as during the 
trying period of last year, both in the East and in London. They attri- 
buted these results to their cautious and conservative policy. They had 
unfortunately, through the force of circumstances, been obliged to trench 
upon their reserve fund, but they bad nothing to withhold from the share- 
helders, and they desired to be frank, explicit, and straightforward, and to 
lay before them their actual position. (Hear, hear.) They therefore con- 
sidered it expedient to alter the usual form of the account, and they had 
credited the profit for the year; and on the other side they had debited 
it with the losses they had written off. The amount of the loss was large 
—£134,000; but fully three-fourths of it belonged to the year 1865. It 
might be asked why that had not been written off before. In writing off 
the statement of losses in Bombay in the previous year they wrote off every 
shilling which came under their notice at the time; but then followed the 
crisis, and a great collapse took place in Bombay, bank after bank failing, 
and in the end they found that securities they had considered 
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good were greatly depreciated, and the debtors whom 
previously believed to be sound failed. They therefore had to add a 
considerable suin to the losses of last year. As he had already said, that 
loss belonged to 1865, and their present manager was not to blame for it. 
Their profit, which was £102,221 3s, 2d., was not a large amount; but if 
they remembered that it was almost impossible to make profit out of ex- 
changes, which they were aware was the only business they now carried om, 
they would consider it a matter of congratulation that the profit was so 
large. For nine months in the year the exchanges in India were actually 
below par. When he addressed them last year, the board were in bopes 
that the exchanges, following the usual course, would be favourable nine 
months of the year, but the reverse had been the case, and any profit bed 
been out of the question. During the past two years they had entirely 
confined their business to excharges, that being the most legitimate busi- 
ness for a bank like theirs, and they must consider £102,000 made out of 
such unfavourable elements to be not unsatisfactory. They had been very 
luckless to have trenched upon their reserve fund, but it would be only for 
a very short time, and their first duty and consideration would be to bri 

it back to its proper figure. They were very sanguine in the matter, aad 
before long they hoped to be able to return what they bad drawn from that 
source. He really thought, now that the evils from which they had 
suffered were at an end, ard the banking system of India divested of its 
dangerous elements, and as all reckless competition bad ceased, that the 
position before them was one of safety as well as profit. They were now 
in a position to benefit by their experience, which bad been severe, and 
after a time they should be in as prosperous a condition as they had ever 
been in. Mr. Robertson, their chief maaager, had just returned from an 
inspection of the branches, and his report was satisfactory in every respect, 
both as regarded the business of the branches and the ‘taf They ex- 
pected to derive great advantages from Mr. Robertson's visit, and one of the 
first measures they should take in consequence would be to organise a more 
efficient inapection of their branches than they had hitherto had. In that 
respect they had been a littieto blame. Within the past two years their 
managers when trained had been seduced from them, but that state of 
things was now at an end, and they had decided upon having two ia- 
spectors going over their branehes in India, China, and Japan. 

Mr. G. Brown called the attention of the chairman to the item of 
“landed and house property at head offices and branches,” which stood at 
£206,487. He considered the sum was exceedingly large when compared 
with the accounts of the Oriental and other concerns, and wished to know 
how it had been created. He thought the accounts were not quite so 
explicit as they could have wished, and complained that the results of the 
working of the various branches were not given separately, with the view 
of showing the good from the bad. No bank had better credit in India 
and China than theirs, and it was highly desirable to place the fullest 


details before the public. 

Mr. Butites-JoHnstong asked if every item of loss was provided for. 
He had the greatest confidence in the chairman and the board oF diedon, 
and had induced a large number of his friends to go into the bank, but he 
wanted to see all the details in the accounts. 

The CuarrMAN, in reply, said the directors were opposed to invest 
ments in bui!dings, but in a bank like theirs it was indispensably o 
that their staff at all points should be comfortably and well housed. No 
doubt the amount referred to by Mr. Brown was heavy, but the greater 
portion of it arose from the building in which they were now assembled. 
They found their old bank inconvenient in many ways, and they purchased 
the new premises, which they considered a good investment. At the same 
time they should be only too glad to wipe the item from their books, and 
whenever they could effect a sale on advantageous terms they should be 
happy to dispose of the greater part of them. The new building in Lon- 
don was freehold, and it had cost them £115,000. They reckoned that 
when they let the upper floors they should occupy the ground-floor at a 
mocerate rental. It was, and had always been, fhe desire of the direetors 
to give the shareholders the fullest information, but there were many 
points, considering that their meeting was public, on which it would not 
be well to be tooexplicit. They bad written off more than they were re- 
quired to do. Before closing the accounts they received intelligence from 
Bombay that they had over-estimated the amount by £20,000, but they 
considered it was better to let it stand. %Jn writing off £134,000 they con- 
sidered, as far as they could see at present, they had made full provision. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked the chairman what was the percentage of the 
costs of the establishment on the capital. 

The Cuaraman replied it was about 15 per cent., and he believed it 
was impossible for an Indian bank to be carried on successfully and with 
an able staff for less. The board had no desire but to meet the wishes of 
the shareholders in every way. They saw nothing objectionable in Mr. 
Brown's suggestion, and all he could say was, they should give the matter 
their best consideration before the next meeting. 

Mr. Brown said there was an opinion generally entertained on the part 
of the shareholders that it would be advisable to meet the directors every 
six instead of twelve months. (Hear, hear.) At present they were a 
whole year without receiving any intelligence of their property. 

The CHAIRMAN said the question introduced by Mr. Brown, although 
it had never been mooted before by the shareholders, had been under the 
consideration of the directors. Speaking for himself, he could say the 
directors could not meet the shareholders too often. (Hear, bear) But at 
the same time they should require to know whether it was the general wish 
of the shareholders that they should meet half-yearly. They declared a 
dividend twice a year, and therefore the object of a half-yearly meeting 
would be to give a statement of the affairs. 

The CuHairMaNn then asked for a show of hands, which resulted in a 
ucanimous approval of the suggestion of Mr. Brown, and a resolution was 
subsequently drawn up by that gentleman, fixing the holding of the 
half- yearly meeting on the third Tuesday of the month of November in 
each year.

The CHAIRMAN repeated a statement made by him at an early stage of 
the proceedings, namely, that his conviction was that everything in the 
shape of loss was provided for. The accounts had been most rigidly au- 
dited, and everything they were likely to lose had been written off. The 
directors were the largest sharebolders, and surely it was not to be sup- 
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posed they would trifle with their own property. Indeed he might state, 
without committing a breach of confidence, that the directors had in- 
creased their holdings within the last two or three days. (Cheers.) With 

to their prospects during this year, although the exchanges up to 
the present time had been unfavourable, and since the Ist of January be- 
low par, yet the profits they had realised for the first three months were 
very satisfactory, and much more than they could have expected, and as 
exchanges were becoming favourable, there was every reason to expect 
the half-year would at least be a tolerably good one. 

Messrs. G. G. Nicol (the chairman) and J. M. Robertson (the retiring 
directors) were re elected. Messrs. J. Smith and J. J. Mackenzie were 
elected auditors at a salary of 100 guineas a year, and Messrs. Coleman, 
Turquand, Young, and Co. were appointed to audit the accounts in con- 
junction with those gentlemen. A cordial vote of thanks was accorded to 
the chairman and directors. 

Mr. Rosertson, the chief manager, having been called upon to address 
the meeting, stated that his visit to the branches was necessarily brief. He 
had looked into the position, security, cash, and current business in each 
establishment, and found everything thoroughly satisfactory ; and the bank 
at all points was in the hands of efficient, able men, who understood their 
business. He thought there was every prospect of a good year’s business. 
There was much less competition now than before, and business was on a 
sounder footing. He had found that the four months’ usance system was 
becoming generally adopted, and those merchants who bad opposed it 
seemed ready to acknowledge its advantages.

The Army and Navy Gazette states that Captain Leopold Heath, C.B., 
and not Captain Nolloth, will succeed Commodore C. F. Hillyar, on the 
romotion of the latter to flag rank on the East Iadia station. Captain 
th is deficient in sea time, and will therefore wilingly resign the 
desirable and lucrative post of Vice-President of the Ordnance Select 
Committee in order to secure so desirable an object. It is rumoured that 
Captain Sir W. S. Wiseman, who made room for Captain Heath four 
years ago, at the request of the then Board of Admiralty, for the purpose 
of proceeding to New Zealand, where his presence, from the fact of his 
having acted in concert with Sir George Grey pAiinae! at the Cape of 
Good Hope, was calculated to produce beneticial effects, will again resume 
his old office. The appointment would, we believe, be popular both 
within and withcut doors, as the naval element will not be sufficiently 
represented in the committee on the retirement of Captain Heath. 

Vice Admiral James John Stopford has retired, owing to his impaired 
health, from the Active List of flag-officers, consequently Captain Codd, 
now superintendent of the Victualling Yard and Hospital at Plymouth will 
have to resign his appointment and to accept the rank ot tetired Rear- Ad- 
miral, owing to his being above sixty years of age. Commodore C. F. 
Hillyar will be promoted to the Active List of rear-adinirals and will, as 
above stated be succeeded by Captain Heath, C.B. By the retirement of 
Vice- Admiral J.J. Stopford, and the consequent promotions from the 
Captain’s List, two good service pensions have fallen to the disposal of the 
First Lord of the Admiralty. 

Lieut.-General Sir Robert Douglas, Bart, commanding at the Cape 
of Good Hope, has appointed his Aide-de-Camp, Lieutenant C. H. Boy- 
leau, 61st Foot, to be Assistant-Military Secretary, in succession to Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel J. C. Gawler, 78rd Foot, who has joined his regiment in 
China on promotion, Lieuteuant Charles E. Lang, 11th Foot, will suc- 
ceed Lieutenant Boyleau as Aide-de-Camp to General Douglas. 

His Italian Majesty's ship Eurydice, 24 guns, Capt. Cavalier Bertelli, 
arrived at Spithead from Genoa and Gibraltar, and on anchoring ex- 
changed the customary salutes with the Port Admiral’s ship at Ports- 
mouth and the garrison saluting battery.

E. J. Reed, Chief Constructor of tbe Navy, and Mr. Luke, one of the 
Admiralty Inspectors, were present. She is a very fine vessel, and is the 
Grst of the five transports destined for the Indian relief troops service, via 
Suez. Her length is 365 ft.. breadth 49 ft., maximum draught of water 
21 ft., and tonnage 4173. Her engines, which are of 700 horse power 
nominal, were also constructed by Messrs. Laird, who have, in fact, built 
and completed the ship throuyhout at their own works. The cylinders 
are 94 in. diameter, with 4 ft. 6 in. stroke. Her accommodation is for 
1,450 persons—1,250 military and 200 crew. After her trial at Portsmouth 
co ae proceed to Bombay to commence, in August, the new system of 





The launch of the unarmed screw sloop Danie, 4 guns, 350-horse 
power, construcied from the designs of Mr. E. J. Reed, the Chief Con- 
structor of the Navy, has been successfully accomplished from No. 2 
building-slip of Portsmouth Dockyard. 

A trial of the engines of Her Majesty's armour-plated ship Northum- 
berland touk place at the measured mile outside Plymouth breakwater la-t 
week. This ship belongs to the same class as the Agincourt and Minotaur. 
She was built of iron by the Millwall Company, and was launched in 
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April, 1866. Her length 1s 400 ft., breadth 59 ft., and tonnage 6,621 
tons. Her lower masts only were in; there were $20 tons of coal on 
board, no stores; draught of water forward, 23 ft. ; aft, 24 ft. lin. The 
trial took place under the superintendence of Captain George C. Willes, 
C.B., of the guardship of Steam Reserve Indus, and Mr. William A. 
Dinnen, chief-inspector of machinery afloat, and several other Govera- 
ment officers. The engines, from the manufactory of Messrs. John Penn 
and Sons, are what are termed direct-acting trunk, diameter of cylinders 
112 in., of trunk 41 in., thus producing an effective diameter of 104} in. ; 
length of stroke, 4 ft. 4 in. There are ten boilers and 40 furnaces; the 
fire-grates are 3 ft. 1 in. by 7 ft. 9 in. ; number of brass tubes, 4,800; 
diameter, 23 in.; length, 6 ft. 8 in. The screw propeller has four blades 
— diameter, 23 ft. 9 in. ; mean pitch, 23 ft. 4 in.; length, 1 ft. 11} in. ; 
immersion of upper edge, 1 ft. Six runs at the measured mile, under 
full boiler power, gave a true mean speed of 15°459. She then made 
four runs uncer half-boiler power, showing a true mean speed of 13-079. 
The engines were under way for six and a-balf hours, and during the 
whole of this time worked most satisfactorily. 

The Army and Navy Gazette has the following from Hong Kong. We 
hope the informant will not blush now at the reproduction:—‘* Some 
months ago, in allusion to the insalubrity of Hong Kong, statements were 
made of the condition of the 2nd battalion 20th Regiment, at that station, 
which we have now the best reason for saying were so exaggerated as to 
be very nearly the reverse of the truth. It was represented that the 
battalion would ‘be incapable of a five miles march, and might be practi- 
cally struck off the efficient strength of the army.’ On the best authority, 
under date Hong Kong, 28th of February, we learn that the 2nd battalion 
20th Regiment, since its arrival at Hong Kong in May, 186,k had lost by 
death only seven men, from causes attributable toclimate, three from other 
causes, and that thirteen men were invalided out of a strength of 756 non- 
commissioned officers and men. A mild type of fever was prevalent at 
the period of change of temperature in the autumn. At the end of 
February the battalion had only twenty men in hospital, from causes with 
which the climate was at all connected, and was in as efficient a state for 
service anywhere as any battalion in the army.” 

The following circular, under date ‘ Admiralty, May 15, 1867,” has 
just been posted at the several Royal dockyards in the kingdum :—“ Sir 
~—I am commanded by my Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty to 
acquaint you that they desire to draw the attention of commanders-in- 
chief and senior officers to a custom which appears to be somewhat preva- 
Jentin the fleet, of officers wearing whiskers of such inordinate size and 
length as to resemble beards, which latter are prohibited by the printed 
instructions. The regulations of the naval service require that any such 
irregular habit should be prevented, and that officers should be permitted 
only to wear the same length of whiskers as the seamen under their divi- 
sional superintendence.—I am, sir, &c., Henry G. LENNox.” 


Monetary and Commercial.

The biddings for £250,000 in bills on India took place 
on the 16th at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted 
were—to Calcutta, £157,500 ; to Madras, £3,500; and to 
Bombay, £80,000. The minimum price was fixed as before at 
1s. 1]}d. on all the Presidencies. Tenders’ on Calcutta and 
Madras at and above the minimum will receive in full; those 
on Bombay at the minimum about 34 per cent., those above in 
full. A further falling off is thus indicated in the demand for 
means of remittance to the East. 

The following correspondence has appeared in The Times 
regarding Messrs. Dent and Co. and the Blakely Ordnance 
Company, to which we have alluded in another column :— 

“ Sir,—As you have alluded to the report so industriously circulated in 
the City, that Messrs, Dent and Co. failed in consequence of losses incurred 
by Mr. John Dent in connection with the Blakely Ordnance Company, I 
shall be greatly obliged if you will allow me to state how untrue this is. 

““Mr. Jobn Dent did not lose one penny in the Blakely Ordnance Com- 
pany. He gained no less than £67,000 bv his partnership in that firm, 
which consisted only of himself and me. If the Blakely Ordnance Com- 
pany (Limited) be meant, there is equally little foundation for the rumour, 
for this company did not come into existence till June, 1865, a year later 
than the losses occurred in China which eventually caused the stoppage of 
the house; and the limited company was formed actually in consequence of 
those losses, and to enable Mr. John Dent to retrieve them. Until then the 
old Ordnance Company (Mr. Dent and myself) had had a run of uninter- 
rupted prosperity, and in 1864 and 1865 was making cannon worth a quarter 
of a millioh a year, of which 20 per cent. was profit. All this prosperity 
was sacrificed in the endeavour to save Messrs. Dent and Co. On the news 
of their losses reaching Mr. John Dent, he persuaded me to sell our busi- 
ness to a limited company, and he refused to allow the highly respectable 
firm of Cazenove to bring it out, because they would not guarantee the 
placing of as many shares as he required to furnish him with a large sum 
of ready money to take to China. We contracted with another party, aad 
the consequence was that in two months three-fourths of the shares in this 
company were in the hands of dummies. Before we discovered this, how- 
ever, we had banded over our valuable prcperty to the bubble company, 
receiving in exchange its bills, bonds, and shares." Mr. Dent's portion 
was £115,000. He discounted or sold these, and in August, 1865, sailed 
for China with the proceeds, and lent them all to Messrs. Dent and Co. 

‘Of course, the Blakely Ordnance Company (Limited) dishonoured the 
bills; but although they were endorsed and drawn by Mr. Jchn Dent and 
myself jointly, he has been unable, in consequence of the difficulties of 
Messrs. Dent and Co., to help me in taking them up. Neither Mr. John 
Dent nor Messrs. Dent and Co. have refunded one shilling of the £115,000 
they had out of the proceeds of the sale of the Blakely Ordnance Com: 
pany, unless £18,000 sent to me on another account be reckoned. 

“A large portion of this sam, which all goes towards the dividend to 
the creditors of Messra. Dent and Co., comes directly out of my pocket, 
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for I had to take up as many of the dishonoured bills as I could, even 
although Mr. Dent had had the money. 1 ask these creditors, therefore, 
before repeating that Messrs. Dent and Co. lust bv Mr. John Dent, and he 
by me, to inquire fully into the circumstances, and they will find that I 
have lost as much as any four of them through Messrs. Dent and Co. 
They will further join with me in the deepest sympathy for Mr. John Dent, 
and the conviction that he least of all concerned is to blame for our mis3- 
fortune.—I am, Sir, yours obediently, “TP, A. BLAKELY.

The changes are extraordinarily favourable. The absence of 
any important demand for money is shown in the fact that, 
while more than a million of Government deposits was paid 
into the Bank during the weck, there was actually a decrease of 
£136,184 in the advances on mercantile sccuritics. The 
amount of notes in circulation has consequently been dimi- 
nished to the extent of £413,055, and the important addition 
of £831,846 has been made to the reserve. During the week 
the Bank received in imported gold only £120,000, and, as the 
increase in the coin and bullion above shown is £418,791, a 
strong reflux from the internal circulation is indicated. 


Mr. Robertson, the Chief manager of the Chartered Mercan- 
tile Bank of India, London, and China, has returned from his 
tour of inspection of the branches in India, China, and Japan. 


The annual meeting of the Chartered Mercantile Bank was 
held at the bank’s premises on the 21st inst., and the report 
noticed in our last issue was unanimously adopted. The ex- 
planations afforded by the directors were full, and have imparted 
confidence. ‘There has been a demand for the shares at 
advanced rates. <A report of the meeting will be found in 
another column. 

The palmy days of the P. and O. Company are at an end for 
the present. The revulsion in the trade of Indiaand China during 
the past year has made an important difference to the company’s 
earnings, to which has also to be added the competition of the 
Messageries Imperiales, which has deprived them of large sums 
in freight and passage money. The directors have acted wisely 
in avowing their inability to announce the interim dividend which 
has been customary, with few exceptions, for 25 ycars. This cir- 
cumstance will, of course, have an important bearing on the 
tenders about to be sent in for the new postal service to India 
and China. Government must be prepared to pay a higher rate 
than hitherto, and considering the large surplus already realised 
from the postal service, and the saving soon to be effected by 
the stoppage of the subsidy to the Cunard line, they cau 
certainly afford it. It is now perfectly demonstrated that a line 
of steamers cannot run from Suez to India and China withouta 
liberal subsidy. The shares of the company have fallen to par. 


The directors of the Messageries Impcriales Company, at the 
annual meeting of the 3lst of May, will propose that the 
dividend for 1866 shall be 50f. Of this sum 20f, have been paid. 


For some time the position of Messrs. Robert Smith and Co. 
has been questioned. Indeed, since the arrangemcut made last 
year with their creditors there has been a waut of confidence in 
the firm. This, coupled with the continued depression in the 
China trade, including losses on both imports and exports, has 
been more than they can surmount; arrangements have conse- 
quently been made for winding up the business of the firm as 
speedily as possible, under inspection. ‘Lhe house here and 
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in China (Smith, Kennedy, and Co.) has, since its establishmett, 
enjoyed a very high reputation. 

The failure has been announced of Messrs. Fraser, Trenholm 
and Co., Liverpool, who formerly acted as agents for the 
Confederate Government. The liabilities are about £1,000,000 
and the estimated deficiency £160,000. The difficulty has 
arisen from losses in cotton, and also from a lock-np of 
capitul in steamships, which are a subject of litigation with the 
United States Government. 

Annexed are some practical suggestions with regard to the 
accounts of joint-stock banks :— 


Sir,—The period is advancing when the usual half-yearly balance-sheet® 
of the joint-stock banks will be in the course of publication, audited of 
not. ‘These documents are issued in a form at the discretion of the several 
boards of directors irrespective of uniformity. There cannot be any reason 
why joint-stock banks should not issue a uniform balance-sheet, and that 
monthly instead of half-yearly, involving, as some of them do, an amount 
of transactions nearly approaching the Bank of England,and exercising in 
the aggregate a vast influence in the monetary and commercial world. At 
present the public, or their shareholders, are in utter ignorance of their 
transactions until the half-yearly statements are published. There is one 
very important item which never appears in any of the balance-sheets—viz., 
the amount of overdue bills. 


“The subjoined form of balance-sheet is respectfully submitted for 
consideration, with the suggestion that it should be published in the London 
Gazette monthly. The time has passed for deception or concealment tn 
accounts, whether railways, banks, assurance, or other trading companies, 
which, after what has so recently transpired, should in every instance be 
independently authenticated in every material particular, without any Go- 
vernment interference or authority. 

«© Mr. Richard Moon, at the late half-yearly meeting of the London and 
North-Western shareholders, stated. unquestionably speaking from con- 
siderable experience, ‘ My belief is that the auditorship of a company is 
the most important business in a company. 1 am certain that none of the 
disasters which have come upon the different companies around you would 
have happened if the auditors had done their duty. But you must bear 
this in mind, that it requires auditors to be strong-minded men—not easily 
petsuaded, driven, or cajoled.’

In London the leading 
Greek merchants have adopted the honourable course consistent with their 
established character, and intimated to their Government that they cannot 
consent to favour any loan until a satisfactory settlement shall have beer 
made with the English bondholders. 

A large meeting of the creditors of the London, Bombay, and Medit- 
terranean Bank, which was ordered to be wound up last year, was held on 
the 24th, 10 receive a report and statement of accounts from the official 
liquidators, Sir Thomas Parkyns, Bart., and Mr. James Cooper (of the 
firm of Johnstone, Cooper, Wintle, and Evans), as to the complicated 
questions arising out of the amalgamation between this bank, the Conti- 
nental Banking Corporation, and the London and Mediterranean Bank. 
After a lengthy discussion as to the course to be pursued. to avoid the 
evil consequences likely to ensue from the continuance of the three separate 
db anni a committee was appointed to concert steps for some combined 
scheme of liquidation.

CUSTOMS REPORT OF TRADE IN CHINA. 
The following summary of the statistics of trade at the treaty 
ports is compiled from the reports of the commissioners of 
customs, and issued by the Inspector-General at Shanghai :— 


Srancnar.—Daring the month of February 44 sailing vessels were 
entered inwards, the total amount of their tonnage being 15,880 tons, and 
49 steamers amounting to 30,813 tons. Of these 45 were from coast 
ports, 13 from Yangtsze ports, 11 from Japan, 4 from London, 2 from 
Manila, 2 from Singapore, 4 from Newcastle and Sunderland, 2 from 
Sydney, and 10 from Hong Kong. The number of vessels cleared vut- 
wards was 38 sailing vessels, tonnage 15,631, and 48 steamers, tonnage 
30,905. Their destinations were, 48 for coast ports, 14 for Japan, 11 for 
Yangtsze ports, 12 for Hong Kong, and 1 for New York. The principal 
articles imported from foreign countries and Chinese ports during the

Congous: A parcel 
of 246 boxes “new-make Canton,” imported per overland mail cas 
new season '67-68, sold at 2s. 7$d. to 2s. 8d. This price cannot be ac- 
cepted as a criterion for the bulk of new teas, as the dealers simply gave 
a fancy price to have a few boxes new season. The broken-leaf kinds 
remain very firm at former rates. Fair to good common eghow no change. 
Fair to good flavoury kinds have sold at about former prices. Good to 
fine Kaisows have been realised to some extent at full prices, also good to 
fine Pak Lins. Common to fair black-leaf kinds have sold steadily at 
former prices, Fair to good medium kinds show no alteration. Fine to 
finest have soid in small parcels at full prices. Some sales of new-make 
Canton from recent arrivals have been made at fall prices. Ovlungs 
bave been in fair request at fully former prices. In Souchongs there 
is no material alteration to notice. Some further sales of Flowery 
Pekoe, of old import, have been made without reserve at about 
former prices. Some considerable sales of Scented Caper have been 
made at fully former prices. In Scented Orange Pekoes the sales 
made show no variation in price, though they have met with rather more 
inquiry. Uncoloured Japans remain without change. Green Teas: There 
has been a fair business doing, and; prices for all the finer kinds are 
steadily supported, whilst the commoner kinds still remain eomparatively 
difficult of sale. Canton Gunpowders and Young Hysons have been sold 
at fully previous prices. Another report says an invoice of 4,000 packages 
first crop Kaisows, ex Flying Spur, suld, after more competition than has 
been witnessed for some months past, at from 1s. 11d. to 28. 5d. per Ib. 
The last day or two attention has ayain been given to Scented Teas, 
especially Capers, the Dilpussund from Canton bringing 10,000 boxes, about 
half of which have already been sold at full prices. The prcspects for 
New Season's Teas continue good, provided they are bought to show a 
margin on the present standard of prices ruling here, which for fine 
Congous show no material change since the opening of the year, and if the 
export from China season 1867-68 is somewhat on a scale with the monthly 
requirements, we shall have a steady market throughout. 

SILK.—The silk market has been active during the past fortnight, and 
prices of all descriptions have experienced some improvement. Accounts 
of the European crop have gradually become less favourable, but till 
within the last day or two few would believe in a really bad result; now 
however, complaints are so general and so alarming, that all are of 
opinion that the crop of 1867 will be a sad failure; hence there is a large 
speculative business doing, and prices bave a decided upward tendency. 
Deliveries from 1st to 23rd inclusive: China, 1,736 bales; Japan, 497 
bales; total, 2,233 bales.

NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COURT OF DIRECTORS TO THE SHAREHOLDERS. 


The Directors now submit to the shareholders the audited balance-sheet, profit and loss and reserve fund accounts, for 
the year ending 31st December last. 

From these it will be seen that the profit amounts to £102,221 3s. 2d., to which has to be added £2,713 14s. 2d, 
brought forward from the previous year, making a total of £104,934 17s. 4d. 

A sum of £75,000 has been paid in two half-yearly dividends of 5 per cent. each. 

The shareholders will probably have anticipated from the disastrous events of 1866 that the results of the Bank's 
operations for that year have been unsatisfactory. Looking forward to the possibility of continued danger, the Directors 
considered it their duty to curtail as much as possible their business at all points, and it will be seen from the accounts that 
this policy has been strictly carried out, though at the cost of a very material reduction of the usual profits of the Bank. 

In the report of last year it was stated that losses of an exceptional character had been incurred at Bombay in 1865. 
Full provision was made for them on closing the accounts for the year, in accordance with the report received from the 
branch, but the amount proved to be insufficient, and this added to losses incurred in 1866—though these have been 
comparatively small—has necessitated a heavy sum being withdrawn from the reserve fund, which now stands at 
£145,902 14s. 8d. 

The Directors, however, express the confident opinion that all further danger having now passed away, a prosperous 
future may be fairly reckoned on, more especially as the previous excessive banking competition is much reduced, and the 
great laxity consequent thereon no longer exists. 

- Since the date of the last report Mr. Robertson, the chief manager, has personally inspected every branch in India, China, 
and Japan, and the Directors are gratified in being able to state that the result of his inspection has been perfectly 
satisfactory. 

The Directors retiring on this occasion are Mr. George Garden Nicol and Mr. James Murray Robertson, who, being 
eligible, offer themselves for re-election, and the Court recommends them accordingly. 


The shareholders will have to appoint auditors for the current year.
